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RESIGNATIONS ASKED 
IN ADVANCE, NORRIS 
ALLEGES IN SENATE 


Charges President With 
Requiring Them of 
Lewis and Haney. 


TARIFF COMMISSION 
INQUIRY DEMANDED 


Asserts Executive Used Office 
to Influence Procedure 
and sapaseatien

Asserting that all indications 
pointed to the fact that in making 
certain appointments to office 
President Coolidge has insisted on 
being given written resignations 
before signing commissions, Sena- 
tor George W. Norris, Republican, 
Nebraska, yesterday cited two cases 
to prove the contention. He also 
asked that the Senate order an in- 
vestigation of the tariff commission 
and the manner “in which the 
President has misconstrued not 
alone the letter but the spirit of 
the law and has used his high of- 
fice to influence its procedure and 
decisions.”’ 

Senator Norris recited what he 
declared was the inside history in 
connection with the recess appoint- 
ment of David J. Lewis as a mem- 
ber of the tariff commission during 
the last presidential campaign, say- 
ing Lewis had refused the Presi- 
dent’s personal request to write his 
resignation in advance. He also 
referred to similar circumstances in 
connection with the recess appoint- 
ment of B. E. Haney, of Oregon, to 
the United States Shipping Board, 
and continued: 

‘Is this a common thing in this 
administration ? 

“David Lewis declined to sign 
and told the President to tear up 
his commission. This was not done, 
but he was not reappointed after 
the campaign ended. ° 

Urges Congressional Inquiry. 

“Congress must investigate this. 
I wonder how many resignations 
the President is carrying around 
in his pocket exacted under lines 
such as these which were attempted 
in Mr. Lewis’ case? 

“This‘seemingly is a direct effort 
to influence appointments. I will 
show at a later date that the Presi- 
dent, under his peculiar effort to 
control independent governmental 
commissions, is violating the law 
of the land. 

‘Are there any judges now sitting 
on the bench who have signed resig- 
nations as the price of their ap- 
pointment?’”’ 

While Senator Norris was talk- 
ing, Senator Robert M. La Follette, 
jr., was called to the chair to pre- 
side for the first time over the de- 
liberations of the Senate. 

In his opening remarks the Ne- 
braska senator said he had no 
prejudice against President Cool- 
idge and he wished it understood 
that he was not charging him with 
prejudice or malice, He then read 
a recent article on the President 
published by Colliers and written 
by William Allen White. 


Coal Situation Interjected. 


While Senator Norris was talking, 
Senator Wheeler (Democrat), of 
Montana, caused a laugh when he 
interrupted, apparently believing 
that the anthracite coal] situation 
still was a topic for discussion; to 
ask: 

‘*‘Doesn’t the senator believe that 
if the President should appeal to 
his old friend, Dwight L. Morrow, 
of Morgan & Co., he could have this 
coal-strike settled over night?” 

Senator Norris, a trifle flustered, 
replied that he could not answer 
that question, and anyway he was 
discussing the tari commission. 
He then continued with his discus- 
sion of that body. He recalled that 
in 1924 the commission was inves- 
tigating the sugar situation and 
that it was expected to recommena 
that the duty of sugar be lowered.

UNANIMOUSLY VOTES 
MODIFIED TAX BILL 


Compromise Is is Reached 
by Republicans and 
Democrats. 


PASSAGE PREDICTED 
EARLY IN FEBRUARY 


Surtax Rates Are Reduced, 
Inheritance Levy Repealed 
in New Measure. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Senate Republicans and Demo- 
crats on the finance committee com- 
promised their differences on tax 
reduction yesterday and ordered by 
unanimous vote a report of the 
House revenue bill to the Senate 
with considerable modifications. 

The compromise, which involved 
principally further reductions in 
the surtax rates and repeal of the 
inheritance tax, increased the total 
reduction provided by the House 
measure for, this year from $330,- 
000,000 to  $360,000,000 and 
cleared the way for early passage 
of the bill by the Senate. 

Chairman Smoot said he would 
report the measure to the Senate on 
Tuesday but would hold up its con- 
sideration for a couple of days, at 
if the cloture rule was in- 
voked to permit an early vote on 
the world court, 

Early Passage Predicted. 

Spokesmen of the two parties in 
the Senate expressed satisfaction 
with the compromise and declared 
a final vote on the bill by the Senate 
early in February was almost cer- 
tain. 

The agreement came suddenly 
and the committee concluded its 
consideration of the bill in a cordial 
spirit. Ending its wofk within two 
weeks after the bill was first taken 
up, the committee established a new 
record in the consideration of revé- 
nue legislation. 

The following changes in the 
House bill were voted yesterday: 

Further reduction on surtax rates 
applying on incomes between $26,- 
000 and $100,000. 

Repeal of the inheritance tax, 

Restoration of the present alcohol 
levies which the House had voted to 
cut in half. 

Agreement on House action tor 
repealing the gift tax. 


$12,700,000 Surtax Loss. 

The increased reductions in the 
surtax rates would involve an ad- 
ditional estimated loss of $12,700,- 
000 from that source this year. Sen-

amounting to $44,000,000.

Arica, Chile, Jan. 16 (By A. P.). 
Gen. Pershing is returning to the 
United States without much hope 
that his successor, Maj. Gen. Lassi- 
ter, due here in a few days, will 
soon see affairs so shape them- 
selves that a plebiscite can be car- 
ried out in Tacna and Arica. He is 
said to feel that failure can be the 
only result, unless there is decided 
change in the conduct of the Chil- 
ean residents of this territory, to 
bring about which a restraining in- 
fluence by the representatives of 
their government seems necessary. 

President Coolidge’s denial of 
Chile’s appeal leaves the situation 
just as it was a month ago when 
the Chileans, before appealing, 
frankly sought to end the plebiscite 
by withdrdwing from the plebiscite 
commission. Rulings laid down by 
Gen. Pershing, to which there was 
such a vehement objection on the 
part of the Chilean representatives, 
will stand. 


Will Not Mince Words. 


The correspondent of the Asso- 
‘ciated Press came here with Gen. 
| Pershing and since last August has 
| been observing the whole course of 
the proceedings. .The American 
commissioner has from the first 
spoken reservedly of conditions, de- 
nying comment for publication even 


to verbal attack. Only once has he 
given the correspondents permis- 
rion to express his views. This oc- 
casion was to announce his objec- 
tions to the participation of unoffi- 
cial Americans on either side of 
the contest. 

It is understood, however, by 
those familiar with the general’s 
views, that the whole story of the 
difficulties he has encountered with 
the Chileans will be given in the 
utmost detail to his successor. It 
is believed he will not mince words 
in this recital, which it forecast 
will run very much as follows: 

He will ascribe to the Chileans 
the establishment of a reign of 
terror; he will set forth to Gen. 
Lassiter his conviction that the 
Chileans have not sought to pro- 
mote conditions that would create 
a chance.for a fair decision at the 
polls, but to the contrary. He will 
tell his successor that in his opinion 
the Chileans have given no proof 
of a wish fully to correct the un- 
desirable conditions which their 
method of administering the local 
government has made possible.

But 
in examining his targets late today 
Moore, himself, questioned one tar- 
get registered shortly after he fired 
his 1600th shot. The target will be 
sent to national officials for a rul- 
ing. 

The “A”? bullseye record set by 
Moore replaces a mark of 130 held 
by Moore himself. An ‘A”’ bulls- 
eye must be within the’ final inner 
ring of the bulls eye. 

The existing record of 1,785 
bullseyes with a small rifle in 11 
hours is held by Clifford Poole, ‘a 
Crestline, Ohio, youth, and was set 
last summer. Moore previously had 
shot 1,500 bullseyes in seven hours. 
Today he shot 500 bullseyes in 48 


minutes, 20 seconds, which is said 
to be a record in itself for speed 
and accuracy.

Moses Offers Four Reserva- 
tions He Holds Nations 
Will Accept. 


A vote on the world court at an 
early date under the spur of cloture 
suddenly became a possibility at 
the Senate yesterday. 

Opponents of the world court 
were admittedly more pessimistic 
last night than they have been since 
the fight began. 

World court Opponents learned 
late in the day that Senator Smoot 
had been quoted as saying that he 
was willing to have cloture applied 
before the tax bill was taken up. It 
was expected that the finance com- 
mittee would report the tax bill 
Tuesday. This meant to world court 
opponents that its advocates were 
getting ready to bring in a petition 
for cloture signed by 16 members 
tomorrow. Under the rules the 
vote on the resolution would come 
up automatically on Wednesday. 

Senators leading the fight against 
the world court were: fearful last 
night that if an attempt to force 
cloture is made in the Senate at, 
this time it will be found that a 
sufficient number of senators are 
pledged to the world court to in- 
sure it adoption. 


Tide Against Court Rising. 


This change in the situation came 
| at a moment when senators opposed 
| to the world court believed that the 
[rising tide of opposition to it im-’ 
(the country would be sufficient to 
|defeat American adhesion if a yote 
‘could be postponed until the country 

had an opportunity to study the 
question and bring to bear upon thé > 
Senate the outside pressure of its 
opposition to the world court on 


the ground of its close relationship. 


to and identity with the League of 
Nations. 

Republican senators favorable to 
the world court who are coming up 
for election this year have been 
| warned of the serious consequences 
to themselves in the event of a 
favorable vote on the world court 
in the Senate. 

Opponents of the court were un- 
decided last night what steps te 
pursue to prevent the forcing of the 
cloture issue at this time. 

Challenge by Moses. 

No matter what reservations the 
Senate should attach to the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
world court, they will be accepted 
by the other nations now parties te 
that tribunal, in the opinion of Sen- 
ator George HH. Moses (Republi- 
can), of New Hampshire. He is s0 
convinced of that fact, he told the 
Senate vesterday, that he _ chal- 
lenged the State Department to 
make inquiries abroad to determine 
it ang suggested stringent reserva- 
tions of his own which he argued 
would be agreed to. 

The reason, according to the New 
Hampshire senator, is obvious. The 
various European powers are deter- 
mined finally ‘‘to enmesh” the 
United States in the League of Na- 
tions and ‘‘the statesmen of the Old 
World look upon our adherence to 
this court as a step, and a long step, 
toward membership in the league.” 

Senator Moses delivered a lengthy _ 
prepared address on the subject of 
the court, reviewing its creation 
and the manner in which it oper- 
ates. Incidentally, he took occasion 
to express his views on cloture and 
Senate rule amendment and to 
place himself on record as _ not 
seeking to delay a vote. 


His Convictions Deep. 


“Though differing with you, Mr. 
President, with.regard to the con- 
duct of debtae in this chamber, I 
am not an offender who has sought 
to exercise license under | rules 
which guarantee liberty,’’ he said.

He sug- 
gested that the newspapers publish 
frequently the code of ethics drawn 

up Dy the society, so that the public 
would come to recognize it as the 
badge of the profession.

* “The newspaper is the greatest 
asset America has,’’ he declared. 
“The newspapers have made this 
country, and the newspapers must 
Save it. But the trouble with the 
=" is that they are too mod- 
es mm, 

In discussing Spain, he said it was 
a delightful land, but that the aver- 
age bricklayer in the United States 
enjoys much more luxury than the 
Greatest grandee there. 

The former envoy described the 
revolution in Spain three years ago. 
He was dancing in the palace, he 
said, when King Alphonso was sudé- 
denly called to Madrid. He caught 
the same train and landed in Madrid 
simultaneously with the king. The 
latter, on hearing about it, praised 
Mr. Moore for his courage in visit- 
ing the endangered city. 

‘When the king told me person- 
ally that I was a brave man,’’ Mr. 
Moore said, ‘I told him the truth. 
I told him that I had been taught 
in the’ newspaper business that 
wherever trouble was there I should | 
be. And in this case, I was simply | 
a reporter looking for a news item. 
It so happened that I was the only 
Ambassador there, so I had a clean 
‘scoop.’ ”’ 

King Alfonso, in talking about 
the United States, told him, Mr. 
Moore said, that he felt the Philip- 
pines and Cuba were taken from 
Spain by this country in a fair man- 
ner and that this country was en- 
titled to them. But he did not think 
the United States should havé taken 
Porto Rico. 

“T told him,’’ Mr. Moore said, 
“that I couldn’t commit my gvoy- 
ernment, but, speaking  purel’ 
from a personal standpoint, I 
would give him back Porto. Rico 
and throw the Philippines in with 
the bargain.’ 

The king’s reply, Mr. Moore 
said, was one that such a proposal 
deserved, being featured by a mild 
curse. 

Looking down at the. senators 
and representatives, Mr. Moore said 
that they had to run for reelection 
every six years and two years, re- 
spectively. 

“But the newspaper editor has 
to run for office every day,’ he 
reminded them.

The report criticized the District 
commissioners for their recent re- 
fus4l to recommend the measure on 
the ground that it involved a change 
in the form of local government. 
Delegate Murphy’s report denied 
that such a change was contem. 
plated by the proposed constitution- 
al amendment. 


Rupert Hughes is Criticized. 


Proceedings of the federation 
were enlivened by . W. Ayers, 
representing the West End Citizéns 
association, who presented a resolu- 
tion criticizing Rupert Hughes, 
novelist, for ‘‘slandering’’ George 
Washington in recent speeches in 
which he said the Father of His 
Country drank and danced. It was 
ruled out of order on the ground 
that it did not originate in a con- 
stituent association. 

The federation, after a lively de- 
bate, overruled its committee on 
laws and legislation and, by a vote 
of 33 to 16, recommendéd a law 
to place a personal property tax on 
all stock issues of public utility cor- 
porations owned in the District. 
A resolutiOn asking that: homes be 
exempted from realty tax to the 
extent of $3,000, was voted down. 


An Inopportune Resolution. 


A resolution recommending pop- 
ular election of District commis- 
Sioners was placed on file as being 
inopportttne to press upon Congress 
at this time. 

Representative Zihlman’s bill for 
public bathing beaches was indorsed, 
as was also a plea by the Bright wood 
Citizens’ asSociation for ~ better 
street lighting on Georgia avenue 
forthwest. 

The federation indorsed the ef- 
fort of the Dupont Circle Citizens’ 
association to bar undertaking 
establishments from territory zoned 
as “first commercial’ area unless 
they obtain frontage consents repre- 
senting 75 per cent of the property 
within 200 feet.

In a Lafayette hotel room where 
William Jennings Bryan had often 
lived while in Washington and from 
which he went to his last battle 
and death at Dayton, leaders of the 
Bryan Memorial movement met yes- 
terday afternoon and decided to 
commemorate the Commoner with 
a monument surmounted by the first 
carillon in the nation’s capital.

Name Committee Soon. 


They will form the committee on 
design and location.

The establishment of the carillon 
in connection with the memorial 
was the only phase of the program 
on which a decision was reached.

Worked By 

The bells, generally hung in a 
tower, are worked electrically by 
wires connecting them with a key- 
board within the tower or support- 
ing structure. Carillons:.may be 
played automatically as a player 
piano or by an operator. 

The height of the carillon tower 
depends upon the position of its 
base. In ‘low places,. the tower 
should be raised to an altitude suf- 
ficient to keep street noises from 
interfering with bell tones or at 
a height of from 125 to 250 feet. 
Carillon bells are constructed care- 
fully as to composition with tone in 
view. They are made principally 
in England and-in southern Europe. 
None is made in this country. There 
are few carillons in this country, 
Troy and Buffalo, N. Y. Andover, 
Mass., and New Yory city being 
among the few cities having them.

GREECE NEEDS AID, 
SENATOR KING SAYS 


Wants U. S. to Meet Financial 
Obligations to Nation, 
He Declares. 


Declaring that Greece is direly 
in need of financial assistance, Sen- 
ator William H. King, of Utah, ex- 
pressed the hope that the United 
States will pay its obligations to 
that country, speaking at a dinner 


of the Greece American society, in 
the Washington hotel, last night. 
The dinner was given in honor of 
M. Cofinas, head of the Greek debt 
commission. 

Senator King, who is president of 
the society, said the United States 
and the allied nations encouraged 
Greece with the promise of finan- 
cial backing at the time of that 
country’s last campaign against the 
Turks. 

The struggle ended disastrously 
in Asia Minor, he said, and left 
Greece crippled and overcrowded 
with refugees. 

Replying to Senator King’s ad- 
dress, Mr. Cofinas expressed his be- 
lief that a just settlement of ac- 
counts between the United States 
and Greece will result shortly. 
Other speakers were H. Simopou- 
los, Greek Minister to the United 
States; H. Sewer, of New York;

Fulton, A. Nickas, M. Themaides 
and Seteries Nicholson. Mrs. J. 
Frank Rice sang Greek songs trans- 
lated into English.

Wilkinson will give Capt. Newman 
every assistance we can. We will 
in no way interfere with him in 
confronting this situation unless 
and until we deem it has gone ut- 
terly beyond his control,”’ Dr. Frank 
Ww. Ballou, superintendent of 
schools, said yestérday. 

Dr. Ballou’s statement was is- 
sued with expressions of régret that 
such a situation should arise, and 
was accompanied with acknowledge- 
ment of Capt. Newman’s personal 
popularity. The welfare of the col- 
ored students of Washington, how- 
ever, was greater than the ques- 
tion of the personal popularity of 
a school officer, it was explained. 


Board Action Defied. 


His statement was not, however, 
the only one, having to do with the 
strike which was issued yesterday. 
Following. a meeting of the student 
council of the school, officers of the 
council issued a statement in which 
they “defied any action of the 
board,’”’ and declared that the com- 
pulsory education law ‘means lit- 
tle, since the students will obtain 
transfers vo other colored high 
schools of the city and othér cities 
before they return to Armstrong.” 

Transfers can- not be obtained 
without the consent of school au- 
thorities, and they will not\ grant 
transfers to students undér discl- 
pline, it is said.

“The student body does not in- 
tend to return to Armstrong unless 
Principal Newman is retained,” the 
council declared in its statement, 
and called a meeting in the Dunbar 
theater, Seventh and T streets 
northwest, for 1 o’clock today, ‘‘to 
warn the student body of any at- 
tempts to return.”

HEALTH OFFICER ASKS 
24 BARBER WARRANTS 


Arrest of Proprietors Sought 
on Charge of Violating 


Sanitary Laws. 


Dr. William C. Fowler, District 
health officer, yesterday applied for 
24 more warrants for the arrest of 
barber shop proprietors for non- 
compliance with sanitary regula- 


tions. A total of 60 such warrants 
have been taken out since Janu- 
ary 5. 

Some of the shops have been 
found unclean, Dr. Fowler stated. 
Some have failed to use clean towels 
for each customer. In some, barbers 
have not washed their hands be- 
tween each operation, as required. 
In others they have not sterilized 
their instruments, which they are 
supposed to do by dipping them in 
boiliag water, a strong solution of 
alcohol, or a 6 per cent solution of 
carbolic acid. 

‘‘Many barbers,” said Dr. Fowler, 
‘“‘put their razors, shears, combs 
and brushes in a case containing 
formaldehyde. They might as well 
put them on the window sill. For- 
maldehyde does not kill germ life.”’ 

The maximum penalty is a fine 
of $25. 


POLICE SEARCH FOR BOY 
TAKEN FROM GUARDIAN 


Mother and 3 Others Accused 
of Kidnaping by Child’s 
Bein nee 


Rockville atid Washington police 
last night were trying to find 
James Shuler, 5 years old, who was 
forcibly taken away from Mrs. 


George C. Windham four days ago, 
by a party of four, including the 
child’s mother, Mrs. Florence 
Shuler. 

The boy was committed to the 
board of guardians about two years 
ago by the juvenile couyst, and given 
a home with Mr. and Mrs. George 
C. Windham, Burnt Mills, Md. 

An automobile containing the 
boy’s mother, his little sister, a man 
called Shepherd and an unidenti- 
fied man drove up to the Windham 
home four days ago. 

The man called Shepherd, it is 
said, walked to the house and asked 
Mrs. Windham if the Shuler boy 
could come to.the car to see his sis- 
ter. Mrs. Windham, wearing a 
house dress, accompanied the boy 
to the car. There, Shepherd asked 
her for a match. Mrs. Windham 
told him she would go to the house 
to get him one, but would take-the 
boy with her. 

“No you won’t,”’ Shepherd is re- 
ported to have said, drawing a 
pistol. ‘‘You’ll get into that ma- 
chine.’’ Frightened, Mrs. Windham 
got into the car with the boy and 
they were driven to Washington. 
Arriving here, Mrs. Windham, it is 
alleged, was forced into a taxicab 
and driven home. The others drove 
away with the boy, it was said. 

Mrs. Windham was here yester- 
day looking at photographs of sus- 
pects, but failed to identify any of 
them as those of the male abductors 
or the taxi driver who had taken her 
home.

Copeland’s Joint Resolution, 


Meets With Opposition to

After President Coolidge had 
been attacked and defended yester- 
day in the Senate for inaction in 
the anthracite suspension, a pro- 
posal was put forward that would 
give him full authority to bring 
about a resumption of mining. 

It was in the form of a joint reso- 
lution by Senator Copeland (Demo-r 
crat), New York, and would em- 
to seize the 
mines, fix the price of anthracite at 
the mines as well as wages of em- 
ployes, and compensate the mine 
owners. At the request of the au- 
thor the measure was sent to the 
interstate commerce committee. 
The running fire of discussion as 
to whether the President can do 
anything now indicated rather 
wide-spread opposition to any such 
legislation. 


Expert Opinion Sought. 


In the debate Chairman Oddie of 
the ‘mining committee, disclosed 
that his committee has sent to the 
Commerce Department for expert 
opinion on a measure designed to 
carry out the recommendations of 
the President’s coal commission by 
giving the government a greaier 
measure of authority to deal with 
emergencies in both the anthracite 
and soft coal industries. , Senator 
Oddie told the Senate he did not 
think this was the time to consider 
that legislation because of the pres- 
ent situation in the anthracite field. 

Intimation in the debate ,of a 
possible combination between opera- 
tors and miners to bring about the 
suspension drew denial from repre- 
sentatives of the miners here, who 
declared there could be no such con- 
spiracy as was hinted at in the Sen- 
ate discussion.

Charge of Complicity in Death 
Must Be Aired, Premier 
of Italy Asserts. 


EXTRA SESSION CALLED 
FOR ARGUMENT TODAY

Return of Opposition Deputies 
Causes Crisis; Free Fight 
Follows Challenge. 


Rome, Jan. 16 (By A. P.),— 
Permier Mussolini today cast a chal- 
lenge at his opponents. openly to de- 
bate ‘their accusations of his com- 
plicity in the murder of the social- 
ist deputy, Matteotti, in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies tomorrow. Matte- 
otti was killed in June, 1924, and 
his death has constituted the strong- 
est weapon of the opponents of fas- 
cism and. the most serious blot on 
the fascist. escutcheon. 

Politicians said tonight that the 
affair will be publicly threshed out 
tomorrow if the opposition deputies 
dare to-accept the premier’s chal- 
lenge. 

Return is Unexpected. 


This question, referred to as a 
“moral question,’’ although not 
specifically named, was brought up 
dramatically in the chamber this 
afternoon, when deputies of the 
popular and_ social - democratic, 
parties, formerly belonging ‘to the 
Aventine group, unexpecfedly en- 
tered the house at a session devoted 
to honoring the memory of the late 
Queen Mother Margherita. 

Since the opposition deputies, in 
creating the ‘‘moral question’’ of 
the Matteotti affair nineteen months 
ago, proclaimed to the nation that 
they would not return to parliament 
until Mussolini fell, their return this 
afternoon was interpreted in some 
circles as a retraction of their accu- 
sations. The premier, however, 
hastened to avail himself of this 
opportunity to offer proof of his 
innocence. 

He announced dramatically that 
the return to the chamber of the 
forum members of the Aventine 
group created ‘‘a moral question 
which must be confronted immedi- 
ately.”’ He demanded a= special 
session of the chamber tomorrow 
for this purpose, overruling the ob- 
jection of Roberto Farinacci, secre- 
tary general of the fascist: party, 
that the opposition was too unim- 
portant to warrant attention. 


Opposition Members Flec. 


The premier was extremely pale 
when he made his announcement 
in the midst of a tense silence, 
which, however, gave way to an 
ovation as the deputies approved 
his proposal. The opposition mem- 
bers, sensing danger if they re- 
mained in the chamber, where they 
were vastly outnumbered by the ex- 
cited fascists, dashed for the exits, 
pursued by many fascists. <A burly 
sergeant at arms held off most of 
the attackers until nearly all of the 
fleeing deputies had escaped; but 
Paolo Cappa, a member of the pop- 
ular party from Genoa, was seized 
and thrown out forcibly, suffering 
severe - bruises. Deputies Luigi 
Carbonari and Umberto Merlin also 
received injuries. 

After this incident deputies. of 
the popular party held a meeting 
and adopted a resolution declaring 
that after the violence they had 
suffered it would be impossible to 
participate in the work of parlia- 
ment. 


REIGN OF DICTATORS

New Orleans, Jan. 16 (By A. P.).

Mr. Cutter came to New Orleans 
to tell the Western Fruit Jobbers 
association that his company § ex- 
pects to spend $500,000 this year in 
advertising bananas. 

‘‘I believe that the next ten years 
will see a rémarkable development 
in Latin America and road buliding 
will be one of the vital factors of 
that development,” he suggested. 

‘There are three primary necessi- 
ties in improving and developing 
our relations. First, there must be 
a well-defined policy of foreign rela- 
tions by the State Department s0 
there can be no misunderstanding 
by any one as to the basis of our 
relations with any other country. 

‘‘And there must be increased di- 
rect banking connections between: 
Latin America and the banks of the 
United States—not German banks 
or banks of any other nation. 

‘‘Last, there must be in America 
a larger and growing body of young 
Americans speaking Spanish and 
learning all they can learn about 
Latin America.”’

“KITED’ CHECKS, IT IS SAID 


Baltimore, Jan. 16 (By A. P.).— 
Embezzlement of $107,550 from 
Robert Garrett & Sons, banking and 
brokerage house, was disclosed to- 
day with the arrest of Clarence O. 
Dix, 38 years old, teller. Dix pre- 
viously had confessed to officials of 
the firm and repeated his confession 
to police. 

First suspected with the begin- 
ning of an audit at the close of busi- 
ness December 31, Dix has. been 
under observation in the hope that 
his movemenis would disclose the 
whereabouts of the money. He told 
police he lost it in stock speculation 
and horse racing. 

“IT am glad they caught me,’”’ he 
said. He declined the services of.a 
lawy*r, and expressed a desire to 
be sentenced as soon as possible. As 
he completed his confession he 
handed to Detective Capt. Burns his 
watch and chain and bank book 
showing total deposits of $3,000. 

‘“‘Now you can go to my house and 
take the furniture,’’ he said. ‘‘That’s 
all I have.’’ Dix is married. 

Robert Garrett & Sons, in a for- 
mal statement, explained that no 
securities for their own account or 
for the accounts of customers had 
been effected, the loss being cov- 
ered partly by bond, with the re- 
mainder charged off from profits of 
the past year. Auditors said - Dix 
had been ‘‘kiting’’ checks.

Part of Loot Taken Over by 
Government Demanded 
‘by Detectives. 


NEWTON GAVE THEM SUM 
EXPECTING HIS RELEASE 


Should Be Returned to Them 
as Reward, Men Contend 
at Chicago. 


Chicago, Jan. 16 (By A. P.),.— 
Superintendent of Police Collins 
testified today in a Federal suit in 
which Chief of Detectives Schoe- 
maker and three detectives are 
seeking to recover $20,000, that 
Willis Newton, one of the _ train 
robbers in the $2,000,000 Rondout 
holdup, in 1924, intended the 
money as a bribe. The detectives 
accepted the money but did not re- 
lease Newton as he had supposed 
they would do. 

“T’ve always heard that the Chi- 
cago police were ‘right,’ ’’ Chief Col- 
lins quoted Newton as saying when 
questioned after he had given the 
detectives the $20,000. ‘Isn’t it 
enough? I can get $20,000 more.’’ 

The original $20,000 was turned 
over to the government as part of 
the train loot. Then Louise Drafka 
Brown, known as Newton’s wife, 
gave the additional $20,000 to the 
police. This sum was taken over by 
the government and the detectives 
are now seeking its recovery. 


Newton Aided Prosecution. 


Newton claimed he turned over 
$20,000 of stolen money to the po- 
lice as a bribe, and that they. de- 
manded $20,000 more when the 
government took the original $20,- 
000 from the police as part of the 
stolen loot: It was then that the 
Brown woman was called on to give 
the police another $20,000 which 
the officers now claim is due them 
as a reward, because they were not 
influenced by it. Mrs. Brown also 
asks the return of the money which 
was also confiscated by the govern- 
ment. 

Postal Inspector K. P. Alrich, tes- 
tified that Newton aided the gov- 
ernment in clearing up the, case 
which resulted in the convfttion of 
Newton, three of his brothers, Will- 
iam Fahy, a former postoffice in- 
spector, and others. Alrich said in 
consideration of Newton’s help, he 
agreed not to oppose the return to 
him of the $20,000 bribe money.

put in the 1924 revenue act and in- 
stead would make the lower rates in 
the 1921 revenue act apply on all 
inheritances since the 1924 rates 
became effective and up to enact- 
ment of the proposed bill into law. 


Simthons Claims Victory. 


This retroactive reduction on in- 
heritances, which was voted by the 
House ways and means committee 
but later rescinded by that body, 
would involve a loss of $20,000,000 
this year. 

The Treasury has estimated that 
under the present inheritance rates 
this tax.would yield $110,000,000 
in 1926. ; 

Commenting on the committee’s 
action, Senator Simmons described 
it as ‘‘a victory for the Democrats,”’ 
pointing out their proposal for re- 
peal of the capital stock tax had 
been accepted and that the commit- 
tee had modified the surtax and ad- 
mission levies. 


The committee refused, however, 
a proposal by the Democrats to re- 
vise the debt funding retirement 
plan whereby the sinking fund 
would be slightly increased but all 
payments from foreign governments 
on account of war debts or interest 
would be applied to it. 


Additional Changes in Bill. 


In its consideration of the non- 
partisan House bill, the committee 
has made the following additional 
changes: 

Increase in the exemption from 
the: admission tax from 50 to 75 
cent tickets. 

Repeal of the House provision 
exempting tickets to spoken drama 
productions from the admission 
levy. 

Repeal of the stamp taxes on 
custom house entries ‘and with- 
drawals and on steamship passage 
tickets. 

Restoration of a 2 per cent tax 
on automobile trucks. The House 
had voted to repeal the present 3 
per cent tax on trucks. 

Repeal of the capital stock tax. 

Increase of the corporation tax of 
12% per cent to: 13 per cent on 
taxes payable this year and to 13% 
per cent on taxes payable after 
January 1, 1987. This was dene 
to offset the repeal of the corpora- 
tion tax. 

A motion made by Senator Short- 
ridge, Republican, of California, to 
permit wives and husbands to file 
separate returns on their incomes 
in States where community prop- 
erty laws are in effect was defeated. 
Such laws are in effect in eight 


States.

Chileans; that Peruvian electoral 
agents shall be able to. travel 
throughout the territory without 
molestation, and that Peruvian resi- 
dents.be freed from coercion against 
expressing their opinions or from 
any penalty for entering into rela- 


liminary phrases, but after the g0v- 
ernor had disergarded suggestions 
for different phraseology Mr. An- 
drews was silent and merely suf- 
fered the interview to continue.

MOSES SAYS NATIONS WOULD 


ACCEPT COURT RESERVATIONS

At his own request Senator Moses 
was not interrupted while he was 
delivermg his set address but after 
he had finished Senator William 
Cabell Bruce, of. Maryland, mildly 
hazed him for. what he character- 
ized as his ‘‘narrow viewpoint.”’ 


Moses View Called Narrow. 


“Senator Moses,’ asserted the 
Maryland Senator, ‘‘is a believer in 
a liberal America; I am a believer 
in a great America. The breadth 
of Senator Moses’ corception of a 
nation is more in keeping with the 
boundary of a county than the 
boundaries of a great nation. There 
was a Moses’ who would lead a 
people out of a wilderness and there 
is another who would lead them 
into one. 1 believe this country 
must join with all of the nations of 
the earth in uniting for world peace 
and the entrance to the ‘court is a 
step in this direction.”’ 

Senator Lynn J. Frazier (Repub- 
lican), North Dakota, offered a 
reservation to be attached to the 
Swanson resolution which, he said, 
would probably lead to the with- 
drawal of much of the opposition to 
the court proposal. It provided for 
the ‘“‘scrapping’’ of all of the ves- 
sels of war now on the high seas 
and substitution therefor of an “‘in- 
ternational police force of the seas”’ 
under the jurisdiction of the league 
of nations. Adhesion of the United 
States to the world court would be 
made conditional on this interna- 
tional police force of the seas being 
conducted in a manner ‘‘satisfac- 
tory to the Congress of the United 
States’ and if this was not done 
then the United States would at 
all timvres be entitled .to withdraw 
from the court and rebuild its navy. 


Court Foes Defeated. 


These were the chief develop- 


ments of the day in the Senate so 
far as the world court was con- 
cerned. The opponents were de- 
feated in an effort to have Calendar

over matters rising out of treaties 
which have been lodged with it, 
there is no legal obstacle whatever 
to bringing before the court the 
question of tolls on the Panama 
canal.’ 


Japan Questions Alien Law. 


The senator then cited instances 
to show that this question already 
has been considered by ~-foreign 
statesmen. Japan, he gaid, has de- 
clared:-our immigration laws were 
in disregard of international law 
and could call this to the attention 
of the court. 

‘“‘Under such a circumstance, ” he

Moses’ Four Reservations, 


They were: 

“First. To provide so that future 
revisions of the statute of the court 
shall be brought about not by the 
league but by independent general 
international conferences, such as 
Mr. Root struggled for in the com- 
mittee of jurists. 

“Second. To provide that the 
court shall’no longer be elected’ by 
the League of Nations, but shall be 
chosen as well as nominated by the 
national groups of the existing per- 
manent court of arbitration at The 
Hague. 

“Third. That the pay, pensions, 
and expenses of the court shall be 
met not by contributions to the gen- 
eral treasury of the league, thence 
to be allocated as the league sees fit, 
but through the permanent admin- 
istrative council or the, interna- 
tional bureau of the permanent 
court of arbitration at The Hague— 
bodies still existent and atill capable 
of functioning and open to no impli- 
cation that they are attempting to 
carry forward the ambitions of the 
League of Nations to become a 
supergovernment of the world.

America’s greatest architect, 
Henry H. Richardson (died 1886), 
was especially noted for his natural 
talent, originality and charm of de- 
tail. He poetized whatever he 
teuched, even to prosaic brick -ma- 
terial, this latter feature being well 
illustrated in the Nicholas Ander- 
son house. His entrances have 
been called dreams.. 

Unfortunately, we have none of 
his massive public buildings in 
Washington, but have (or had) 
three of his private residences: 
One for John\Hay, standing as a/ 
feature entrance to Sixteenth 
street. His second house was built 
for Nicholas Anderson, corner of 
Sixteenth and K streets. The third 
house, in stone, was built for 
Benjamin H. Warder. This latter 
ebtablishment fell under the com- 
mercial axe some three years ago 
when the appreciative and sorrow- 
ing Maj. Totten picked it from off 
the ground to reconstruct on Meri- 
dian hill, The entrance for this 
building, also one of the fireplaces, 
are now a part of the ‘National 
museum, Maj. Totten using a re-

National Employment 
And Pay Gain Slightly 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Employment in the United States 
increased slightly during December 
over November, the Labor Depart- 
ment reported yesterday, while 
wage earnings increased more sub- 
stantially. Checking the pay-rol) 
totals from 9,294 establishments in 
53 industries, the statement placed 
the December index of numbers em. 
ployed at 92.6, while for November 
it was 92.5. 

The total wage paid was repre- 
sented in December by the index 
figure of 97.3, while for November 
it was represented by 96,2. Of the 53 
industries, 30 showed an increased 
number of employes, while among 
those showing a loss were a number 
subject to seasonal fluctuation,

First House Hearing Held to 
Cansider. Insurance for 
Postal Clerks. \ 


Joint hearings were concluded 
yesterday on ‘bills pending in both 
houses to liberalize government em- 
ployes’ retirement provisions. With 
overwhelming support among «the 
employes’ representatives for the 


Lehlbach-Stansfield bill, the joint 
subcommittee is expected to follow 
this bill closely, if not report the 
bill in its entirety. 

Prompt aetion is expected by the 
full committees of the two houses 
with a view to bring the proposed 
legislation to the House and Senate 
floors for early consideration. 

The Lehlbach-Stansfield measure 
would increase the maximum an- 
nuity’ to $1,200 figured on a salary 
of $1,800 as against the present 
maximum annuity of $720. The 
hearing yesterday developed that 
the average. salary of government 
employes is $1,700 a year. The 
bill would provide optional retire- 
ment at the end of 30 years’ service 
while the em@loyes would increase 
their contribution to the support of 
the retirement fund from 2% to 3% 
per cent oftheir salary. ‘ 

The joint committee took up the 
subject Thursday and held all-day 
sessions until every one interested 
had been heard. 

Government officials joined with 
the employes’ representatives in 
urging that the present law be Iltb- 
eralized and asserting that it would 
result in more efficient service. In- 
creased salaries granted the postal 
workers last year were an economy, 
postal supervisory officials asserted, 
because they had resulted in greatly 
improved service. 

he Lehibach-Stansfield meagure 
provides for arbitrary retirement at 
the age of 70 after 15 years’ serv- 
ice. Representatives of the pension 
bureau workers protested against 
this feature, asserting that it placed 
them at a disadvantage, inasmuch 
as the bureau had not been created 
as long as the others. 

William Collins, president of the 
Railway Mail’ Clerks association, 
asked that the preferred treatment, 
which the railway clerks receive 
under the present act because of the 
hazardous nature of their work, not 
be overlooked in the new legisla- 
tion. 

Government actuaries did not ap- 
pear at the hearing because of the 
pressure of other business and it 
may be that the’ hearing will be 
reopened at a later date to permit 
their conclusions being heard on the 
cost of the new act.

Later to Protest Wel- 
fare Legislation. 


Carrying banners that have not | 
seen the light since the old days of | 
militant suffrage here, 300 working | 
‘women from all parts of the coun- 
try will march to the White House 
at 3 o’clock today. They will leave 
a petition for President Coolidge 
which challenges the whole theory 
of “protective’’ and ‘‘welfare”’ laws 
‘for women in industry. 

‘A fair field and no favor’’——this | 
will be the keynote of the gather- 
ing. 

After the visit to the White 
liouse the women will gather at a 
mass meeting in the Belasco theater 
and listen to speakers denounce the 
various laws which handicap women 
in industry. 

The meeting, the first of its kind 
to be held here, will be under the 
auspices of the National Woman’s 
Party, which will supply the “old 
suffrage banners for the occasion. 


Against ‘Special Privileges” 


In statements given out in ad- 
vance of the meeting, the women 
declare that they do not want “spe- 
cial privileges’’ that tend to take 
away more than they give, but the 
same opportunities, the same pay, 
the responsibilities in industry, in 
business, and in the professions, 
that men have. 

Mrs. Mary Murray, 
_York, president of the 
league of the Brooklyn and Man- 
hattan railroad, will be the first 
speaker at the mass meeting. She 
will state the case of the women 
in industry from the point 
of view of one who led the fight 
of the railroad women for exemp- 
tion trom the provision of the so- 
called welfare law which, it is said, 
threw 8,000 women in New York 
out of jobs.

TRAFFIC HEAD CLAIMS 84 


Cross-word puzzles and the an- 
cient brain twister, ‘“‘How old is 
Ann?” have been succeeded in the 
District building by the question: 
‘“‘How many traffic deaths occurred 
last year?”’ 

Statistics ‘from three different 
sources were studied on this point 
yesterday, with three different re- 
sults. The problem started in the 


health department of the District, 
which announced that 89 persons 
had been killed in traffic accidents 
last year, and 104 in 1924. 

Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge 
said his totals were 84 in 1925 and 
91 the year before. The bureau of 
the census of the Department of 
Commerce said 88 had been killed 
in 1925 and 108 in 1924. 

Then it was discovered that the 
varying totals were arrived at by 
dissimilar methods. The health de- 
partment figures are taken from 
death certificates, but include per- 
sons injured in Virginia and Wash- 
ington who die in the District. The 
Department of Commerce includes 
those killed in train wrecks, which 
the health department does not. 
The traffic director gets his fig- 
ures from the police, who some- 
times miss a fatality that occurs 
some time after the accident re- 
sponsible therefor. 

But, then, the traffic director's 
results vary from pdlice figure., 
too, although the two sets of fig- 
ures emanate from the same source, 
making a fourth total differing 
from all the rest. The police charge 
a death to the month in which the 
victim dies, while Mr. Eldridge 
chalks it up against the month in 
which the accident occurred. These 
discrepancies occur when the patient 
lingers in the hospital for a period.

Corn Market shows Effects of 
Increasing Stocks; Oats 
Quoted Lower.

Larger offerings of new crop 
wheat fromthe southern hemi- 
sphere was the principal weakening 
factor in the world wheat market 
during the week ending January 16, 
according to the weekly grain mar- 
ket review of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Aus- 
tralian exports inmereased more than 
3,000,000 bushels, but Argentine 
exports were still. small, as the 
quality ofethe wheat being mar- 
keted in the northern part of. the 
area is of poor quality and not suit- 
able for export. Exports will in- 
crease, however, as wheat from the 
central and southern part of the 
wheat belt comes on the market. 

The world’s wheat crop, accord- 
ing to latest estimates, will be 
about 265,000,000 bushels larger 
this year than last. The crop in 
the northern hemisphere is about 
95,000,000 bushels larger’ than 
earlier estimates, and about 275,- 
000,000 bushels larger than last 
vear. The acreage sown to winter 
wheat in the United States, Canada 
and five foreign countries, which 
are of considerable importancei:4s 
producers of wheat, show an in- 
crease of a little over 100,000 acfes 
this year. While condition reports 
are generally favorable, recent 
floods and unfavorable weather 
have done considerable damage to 
the winter crops in some of.-the 
European countries. 


Cash Wheat Firmer. 


The cash wheat markets in the 
United States were relatively firm- 
er than foreign markets, and pre- 
miums ranged from firm to higher 
for the various classes of wheat. Of- 
ferings of spring wheat were of good 
volume for this season of the year, 
and premiums held at about last 
week’s level, although high protein 
grades were slightly weaker. No 
1, dark Northern, was quoted at 
Minneapolis at 7@11 cents over the 
May price; 12% per cent protein, 9 
@13 cents over, and 13 per cent 
protein, 11@14 cents over the 
May. Durum premiums also held 
firm because of light offerings, and 
continued active mill demand. No 
1 amber was quoted at Minneapolis 
at the Duluth price to 21 cents 
over., 

Demand for hard winter wheat 
was materially improved with East- 
ern and central States mills active 
buyers. There was a slight in- 
crease in the flour demand, which 
was an additional strengthening 
factor in the market. Premiums 
advanced 1-2 cents, except for the 
high protein typé. No. 2, hard win- 
ter, 12 per cent protein, was quoted 
at Kansas City at 8@10 cents over 
the May price; 12% per cent pro- 
tein, 10@12 cents over, and 13 per 
cent protein, 12@13 cents over the 
May. 


Soft Winter Wheat Higher: 


The soft winter 
was sharply higher at. practically 
all markets. Receipts and stocks 
are light, while the demand from 
Southeastern and Southern mills 
continued active. Premiums were 
fully 6 cents higher at some of the 
markets. Middle Western mills 
were reported to be bidding active- 
ly for winter wheat in the Pacific 
Northwest, and to be offering 8 to 
10 cents per bushel above coast 
market prices. Wheat was sold for 
Eastern account in Portland at the 
close of the week at $1.70 per 
hushel. Stocks‘in storage are large, 
and an unusually large percentage 
of the crop also remains in farm- 
ers’ hands. . There was also a lit- 
tle export demand on the Pacific 
coast, and small lots of wheat were 
reported sold to Japan with’ some 
flour sales to Northern China. 

Increasing stocks of corn, to- 
gether with continued inactivity in 
the demand at the close of the week 
weakened the corn market mate- 
rially, and prices declined 2 to 3 
cents per bushel. The colder weath- 
er has improved the quality of corn, 
but receipts from lowa and States 
eastward in the corn belt still con- 
tained excessive moisture and sold 
at rather wide discounts under the 
dryer and higher grades. Export 
demand was lacking as offerings of 
Argentine corn to European buy- 
ers were said to be 8 to 9 cents per 
bushel below prices of corn from 
the United States... Elevators con- 
tinued to be active buyers in most 
of the markets, but stocks are in- 
creasing and the storage space is 
becoming limited. There was a 
fair inquiry from the West coast 
for corn in the central Western 
markets, and Southern mills were 
fairly active bidders for white corn, 
and the milling grades of white corn 
sold at 1 to 2 cents premiums over 
the yellow grades. 


Oats Market Lower. 


The oats market was lower with 
corn and the large stocks also con- 
tinued to be a weakening factor. 
The éurrent demand, however; was 
fairly active and was sufficient to 
absorb local offerings, so that there 
was no material increase in stocks. 

The rye market was rather fea- 
tureless, and followed generally the 
fluctuations in the wheat market. 
There was practically no export de- 
mand but there was sufficient de- 
mand from local mills to absorb the 
light offerings. 

The barley market was lower 
with other feed grains if the cen- 
tral-western markets with receipts 
of good volume.

pany’s treasury. The Public Utili- 
ties Commission has given authority 
to issue and sell $750,000 Potomac 
Electric Power Co. general and re- 
funding mortgage, series ‘‘C,’’ 5% 
per cent 30-year gold bonds, to re- 
imburse the company for the retire- 
ment of the general debentures and 
to issue and sell $1,850,000 Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co. gen- 
eral and refunding mortgage 6 per 
cent 10-year gold bonds to reim- 
burse the treasury for the retire- 
ment of the Metropolitan first 5s. 

The total outstanding bonded in-

ILL the United. States retain 
W possession of the Walker 
cup? This is the question 
uppermost in golfing circles, now 
that the American team has been 
selected. It is an inquiry which 
nine out of .every ten experts will 
answer in the affirmative. It 
would undoubtedly add greatly to 
the interest of the competition if 
Great Britain could win it for the 
first time, this year, but the odds 
are apparently against this out- 
come. 

The Walker cup, first of all, is an 
international trophy donated in 
1920 by George Herbert Walker, a 
New York banker, who, during that 
vear was president of the United 
States Golf association. When it 
was first offered, world-wide invi- 
tations for a competitive event 
were issued, but thus far Great 
Britain is the only country which 
has provided a team for tourna- 
ment play. 

Competition is based upon two 
ball and four ball matches, each 
match counting one*point, and as 
there are eight players, there is a 
total of twelve points to each con- 
test. 

The opposing teams’ have met 
three times, first, in 1922 at rae 
National links, Southampton, L. 
second, at St. Andrews in ery 
and, third, at Garden City, L. L, in 
1924. Fach tournament has re- 
sulted in a victory for the Ameri- 
can team, in each case a one-sided 
affair except at St. Andrews, where

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THE COURT’S CONSTITUTION. 


Some of the proponents of American 
adhesion to the international court take 
exception to the statement that the cove- 
nant of the league of nations is the con- 
stitution of the court. They insist that 
the statute framed by the league is the 
court’s constitution. 

The United States Constitution creates 
a Congress and a Supreme Court. The 
covenant of the league of nations creates 
a league and authorizes the league to 
establish a court. 

The Constitution authorizes Congress 
to determine questions of appellate juris- 
diction in many cases, and to make reg- 
ulations concerning them, and to direct 
where trials shall be held for crimes not 
committed within a State. Congress is 
also given power to declare the punish- 
ment of treason. The covenant limits 
the judicial power of the league court 
and authorizes the league to refer to it 
any dispute or question for an advisory 
opinion. With these exceptions, the 
league is empowered to form plans: for 
the court to suit the purposes of the 
league. * 

Article III of. the Constitution, which 
sets up the Federal judiciary, is not the 
only part of the Constitution which con- 
trols, limits and directs the judiciary. 
The entire Constitution constitutes the 
fundamental law of the Supreme Court. 
Article XIV of the covenant, which sets 
up the league court, is not the only part 
of the covenant which controls, limits 
and directs the league court. The entire 
covenant constitutes the fundamental 
law of the court. 

Article III of the Constitution does not 
fix the relations of the States to the 
United States, or define the powers of 
the United States. In order to ascertain 
the supreme law on these and other sub- 
jects, the Supreme Court must search the 
other parts of the Constitution. Article 
XIV of the covenant does not fix the re- 
lations of nations, or define the powers 
of the league of nations. In order to 
ascertain ‘the supreme law on these and 
other subjects the league court must 
search the other parts of the covenant. 

The Constitution provides that treaties 
can be made only under the authority of 
the United States. The covenant pro- 
vides that nations shall not make treaties 
inconsistent with the covenant. The Su- 
preme Court has power to determine 
whether or not a treaty has been made 
under the authority of the United 
States. The league court has power to 
determine whether or not a treaty ‘is in- 
consistent with the covenant. 

The Supreme Court owes its existence 
to the Constitution. The league court 
owes its existence to the covenant.

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FACTS ABOUT RAILROADS. 


The president of the New York Cen- 
tral railroad, who, presumably, knows 
what he is talking about, told the Buffalo 
Chamber of Commerce recently that ‘‘one 
mile of railroad in every four of the New 
York Central lines is working for the 
government, and tax collectors get more 


from the American railroads than: the. 


_ stockholders.” | 

This is a situation not peculiar to the 
New York Central. If the railroads of 
the country are taken as a whole, it is 
found that net revenues from. 60,000 
miles of lines are completely absorbed by 

-y the taxgatherers. | 
' This matter of taxation of railroads is 
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of vital concern to the public. It affects 
efficiency and production and finally con- 
sumption. For the calendar year ending 
December 31, 1916, the total accruing 
taxes of the railroads of the country were 
$163,450,000; for the calendar year end- 
ing December 31, 1924, railway tax ac- 
cruals amounted to $342,459,000. For the 
last calendar year taxes» were. even 
higher. In 1924 the total accrued taxes 
of the railroads were about 76 per. cent 
of the total operating expenses. 

Railroad wage expense on account of 
compensation to employes for the calen- 
dar year ending December 31, 1916, 
amounted to about $1,506,000,000; for 
the year ending December 31, 1924, total 
wages paid amounted to $2,826,000,000, 
or a little more than 62 per cent of total 
expenses. : 

Nowhere else in the world does a day’s 
work or a dollar of invested capital pro- 
duce as much railroad transportation as 
here in the United States. Experts come 
here from all over the world to study our 
railroad systems and find out what we 
are doing with our locomotives and cars 
and other equipment. 

Considering the general level of prices 
and the cost of production, together with 
efficiency and dependability, railroad 
transportation today in the United States 
is one of the cheapest things the business 
man can buy. 

In 1924 the railroads of the country 
hauled 1,288,000,000 tons of originating 
freight and received therefor the sum of 
about $4,500,000,000; and carried about 
951,000,000 passengers, receiving about 
$1,100,000,000 therefor. 

As a whole, the railroads of the coun- 
try for several years have had a net reve- 
nue of less than 5 per cent on a fair valu- 
ation ; while many did not earn over 4 per 
cent. The 1920 transportation act re- 
quires net earnings above 6 per cent to 
be diverted; one half of the excess to be 
turned over to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as a special aid fund and 
one half to the railroads for a reserve 
fund. ~ 


RUPERT HUGHES. 

Just what Rupert Hughes thought to 
accomplish by his attack upon the char- 
acter of George Washington is not mani- 
Praise from Rupert may be praise 
indeed, but disparagement from Rupert 
carries very little weight when the sub- 
ject of the attack happens to be the man 
who was, is, and always will be “‘first in 
the hearts of his countrymen.” 

Rupert Hughes is a reserve officer of 
the army of the United States. George 
Washington was the commander-in-chief 
of the United States forces, and if he 
were alive today Maj. Hughes would be 
liable to trial by court-martial under the 
same article of war which was the basis 
of the accusations against Col. Mitchell. 
Unlike the former assistant chief of the 
air service, Maj. Hughes can advance no 
excuse whatever for his scurrility. An 
author of his previous standing has no 
call to attempt to blacken the character 
of the one man in this world whose mem- 
ory will be revered by generations of 
Americans yet unborn. If Americans 
now or hereafter hear of Rupert Hughes 
they are very likely to think of him, not 
as a respectable author, but.as one who 
deliberately and repeatedly cast asper- 
sions upon the Father of His Country. 
How easily a man can tear down his own 
reputation by his tongue when he wags 
it in disparagement of another!

A BLOW AT WAR. 


“Taking the Profit Out of War” is the 
text of a remarkable article by Bernard 
M. Baruch in the January number of the 
Atlantic Monthly. “An Effectual Means 
of Discouraging War’ would also be a 
suitable text for the article. Mr. Baruch’s 
experience as chairman of the war in- 
dustries board during the war enabled 
him to gain an insight into the interre- 
lation of ordinary peacetime activities 
with national necessities during war. 
From that experience he drew. logical 
conclusions as to the measures which the 
United States would be forced to adop 
in case of another world war. x 

Bearing in mind that such a war draws 
upon the entire population and all its ac- 
tivities of production and distribution, 
Mr. Baruch outlines a plan which would 
not only “take the profit out of war,” 
but which, by making abnormal :profits 
impossible, and by compelling all ele- 
ments of the population to do their share 
in the national war task, would impress 
upon the nation beforehand the tremen- 
dous responsibility of war, and thus 
effectually discourage any tenderey to 
seek war except in self-defersc! 

In peacetime the fixing of prices by the 


Mr. Baruch clearly reveals, price fixing | 


is both wise and necessary; and it must 
be price fixing all along the line, in order 
to protect the manpower that serves the 
industries which maintain the men at 
the front. The war industries board had 
reached the point of fixing prices when 
the a’ mistice intervened. That step 
would have been inevitable if the war 
had continued. Mr. Baruch says: 


If we were to start, in the event of 
another war, at the place where we 
were industrially when the world 
war ended, the President, acting 
through an agency similar to the 
war industries board, would have | 
the right to fix prices of all things 
as of a date previous to the declara- 
tion of war when there was a fair 
peace-time relationship among the 
various activities of the ‘nation. It 
would be illegal to buy, sell, serve, 
or rent at any other than these 
prices. Brakes would be applied to 
every agency of inflation before the 
hurtful process started. An intelli- 
gent control of the flow of men, 
money and materials would be im- 
posed, instead of having the blind 
panic heretofore ensuing on the first 


appearance of the frantic demands | 


of war. 

Money would be controlled and di- 
rected like any other resource. Tak- 
ing the profit out of war is an order- 
lv and scientific development of the 
economics and conduct of modern 
war, necessary to the effective mobi- 
lization of national resources and in- 
dispensable to equalizing the _bur- 
dens of war among the armed and 
civilian population. 

, the application of this plan, be- 
sides making the nation a coherent 
unit in time of war, would impress 
upon every class in society a sense of 
its own responsibility in such event. 
If it were known that this universal 
responsibility would be enforced, no 
class—social, financial or industrial 
—could fail to understand that, in 
case of war, it would have to bear 
its fair share of the burdens in- 
volved, and would have to make sac- 
rifices of profit, convenience, and 
personal liberty correlatively with 
those made by the soldiers in the 
field. To this extent the plan would 
act as a positive deterrent to any 
hasty recourse to force in an inter- 
national controversy. . 


The scientific study of the problem of 
adjustment of civilian activities to war- 
time necessities, and especially the study 
of the system worked out by the war 
industries board in actual war conditions, 
has been provided for by Mr. Baruch in 
his generous provision for a course of 
lectures in the Page school of interna- 
tional relations at Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity. Mr. Baruch, with still broader 
vision, is proceeding to make similar ar- 
rangements at leading universities in 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy 
and Japan. As a practical effort which 
appeals to individuals of all nations, Mr. 
Baruch’s plan promises to do more to 


discourage war than all the leagues and 
courts that have been set up by govern- 
ments. 
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THE BOTANIC GARDEN. 


It was in the year 1820 that, following 
the suggestion of George Washington in 
1796, the Botanic Garden was established 
on the five acres of land bounded by 
Pennsylvania and Maryland avenues and 
First and Third streets. For 105 years 
that square of real estate has been occu- 
pied by the conservatories and offices 
which have served the purpose of hun- 
dreds of the schoo] teachers of Washing- 
ton in explaining their lessons in botany 
to the children of the District. In the 
conservatories are housed thousands of 
tropical and semitropical plants which 
represent the effort of scores of years of 
travel and study in foreign lands and the 
expenditure of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. -The Botanic Garden, located 
under the dome of the Capitol, is visited 
annually by thousands of Americans, and 
to all lovers of plant life it is a source of 
constant pleasure. It is the chief adorn- 
ment and the proper setting of the Capi- 
tol itself. 

It is because of the ideal location that 
this particular section of the park system 
of the, National Capital attracts more 
visitors every day of every week of the 
year than any other portion of the 
original “Federal District.” If placed 
in a more remote spot the Botanic Gar- 
den would be missed by the majority of 
the Capital’s constantly increasing visi- 
tors. 

After more than a century this loca- 
tion of the Botanic Garden has become 
distasteful to some of those officious med- 
dlers who are constantly on the alert to 
air their artistic ideas and to try their 
civic experiments upon the National 
Capital. It is proposed now that an “ex- 
pert” be brought in from the outside to 
smell out and locate a “permanent site” 
for the Botanic Garden. There are sev- 
eral very attractive sites offered—attrac- 


| tive from the standpoint of the real es- |

tate speculator—one of which is said to 
have as many as “35 varieties of soil” 
and which is attractively located opposite 
one of the outlying cemeteries. There 
are other parcels of land in the market, 
which are undesirable for residential 
purposes, but which offer grand oppor- 
tunities as exchanges for some of the 
“surplus funds” which belong to the Dis- 
trict, and which the District committees 
seem willing to spend for any purpose 
which the people of the District do not 
desire. 

Just why there should be this attempt 
to remove the Botanic Garden at this 
time can only be explained by the absorb- 
ing desire of certain owners of unpro- 
ductive real estate to unload their hold- 


ings on the District or the Federal gov- | 


ernment. A few years ago President 


Harding approved a resolution formally | 


transferring the James Creek canal site 
to the garden. This strip of land runs 
east from the present site and thence 
south to the War College. It juts upon 
lands in southeast Washington which 
were formerly truck gardens, with ex- 
cellent soil, and that portion which is not 


already owned by the government and 


the District can he acquired at a very 
low price. The total area available in 
this section is upwards of 100 acres, ‘and 
under authority of Congress one new 
conservatory has already been erected 
at a cost of $35,000. 

Looking out from the tholus of the 
dome of the Capitol to the northward the 
visitor sees the magnificent architecture 
of the Union station and the Postoffice, 
while the vista of East Capitol street 


‘with the Congressional library in the 


foreground is restful and attractive. To 
the west through the Mall the pleasing 
prospect of the Washington monument 
and the Lincoln memorial is outlined 
against the hills of Virginia; but to the 
southeast there is nothing but an aggre- 
gation of shacks and shanties. The éx- 
tension of the Botanic Garden toward the 
War College would do away with these 
eyesores and give the people of the south- 
eastern section of the city some of the 
proposed artistic improvements which

What is known as the Couzens inves- | 


tigating -committee, beginning its ses- 
sions in March, 1924, 
nearly a year and a half, gathering testi- 
mony covering about 4,175 pages of 
printed matter, has made its preliminary 
report and recommendations. 

The committee was authorized to in- 
vestigate alleged abuses in the adminis- 
tration of the taxable incomes, the ad- 
ministration of estate taxes and taxes 
imposed on mining, oil and manufactur- 
ing corporations, and the deductions for 
depletion, and the amortization of war 
facilities. 

The preliminary report, recently made 
public, deals with the question of amor- 
tization and depletion and alleged irreg- 
ularities. mortization means the al- 
lowances in determining net income for 
taxable purposes, allowed to be made 
by the internal revenue bureau for ex- 
penditures made by an individual or 
corporation for war purposes. The tax 
law of 1921 in calculating incomes and 
profits for taxing purposes, permitted 
the bureau to deduct ‘a reasonable 
amount” expended on or after April 6, 
1917, “for the production of articles con- 
tributing to the prosecution of the war 
All 
claims were required to be made for the 
taxable years 1918, 1919, 1920 or 1921. 
There were 3,512 claims for amortization 
amounting to $672,000,000. The report 
of the Couzens committee charges’ dis- 
crimination. 

Depletion under the law of 1921 means 
that the bureau is permittgd to deduct, 
in the case of mines, oil and gas wells 


and other natural deposits and timber, 
what shall be “a reasonable allowance.” 
It is charged in the report that there has 


depletion; that tax refunds amounting 
to $459,000,000 were made by the bureau 
from July 1, 1921, to April 30, 1925. 

The original internal revenue system 
was started by Alexander Hamilton. | It 
was revived to help carry on the war of 
1812. From 1814 to the outbreak of the © 
civil war there was no recourse to in- 
ternal taxation. 

The present system of internal revenue 
was created in 1862; and with many ad- 


| ditions and modifications has continued 


until the present day. Until about 1913 
the sources of internal revenue were 
liquor and tobacco, although 
there was an income tax from 1863 to 


' 1871 as well as a succession tax and vari- 


ne | ous excise taxes. 
and extending | 


From 1863 to 1914 the government’s 
receipts from interna] revenue averaged 
between $150,000,000 and $300,000,000. 
The highest amount was $380,000,000 in 
1914. 

The world war and its needs made the 
internal revenue bureau not only im- 
portant but absolutely essential to the 
government. The income tax not only 
increased the work and the revenue of 
this bureau enormously, but swelled its 
annual receipts to $512,000,000 in 1916, 
to $809,000,000 in 1917, and to $5,407,- 
000,000in 1920. It became the most im- 
portant revenue-producing agency of the 
government. In 1920 it produced about 


, three-quarters of the Federal revenue. 


In 1925 it produced about two-thirds. 

When the world war was over, the 
bureau, especially the income tax unit, 
was swamped with puzzling and disputed 
problems, touching the administration 
of the law. The adjustments involved 
engineers, experts, accountants and at- 
torneys by the hundreds. 

The tax laws of 1918 and 1921 clothe 
the bureau and the commissioner wit 
an immense amount of discretion—more 
so than almost any law on the statute 
books. It is not surprising that differ- 
ences of opinion have arisen as to the ad- 
ministration of the law; but no one con- 
nected with the investigating committee 
charges that any dishonesty or graft has 
been revealed. 

While this investigation has caused 
considerable discussion and comment, it 
is safe to say it will not reveal irregu- 
larities commensurate with the. noise - 
created. The best service rendered by \ 
the investigation will be more careful ~~ 
scrutiny of men and methods where wide — 
discretion is given to officials. The, 4

‘Editor of The Post——Sir: Thus 
far I have seen but little discussion 
of the procedures involved in hay- 
ing our proposed world court réser- 
vations grafted upon the existing 
protocol. The matter is worthy of 
attention. 

In the absence of any special pro- 
vision for amending the constitution 
of the court, we must infer the ne- 
cessity of obtaining the assent to 
our propositions by each and every 
government that has registered its 
acceptance of the protocol present- 
ed to them by the League of Na- 
tions. That is the usual rule among 
cosignatories of a contract; if no 
other rule be expressed. Appar- 
ently the refusal of the most in- 
significant among these govern- 
ments would defeat our efforts and 
render useless the grave actions 
now pending in the Senate. This 
consideration, however, may be 
deemed unimportant. We shall 
have made the friendly gesture. We 
shall have taken some part in four 
out of five of the ‘“‘new eras” which 
have blessed the world since 1915. 

The senators who are devoting so 
much of their time and talent to this 
discussion, doubtless fully under- 
stand that when the two-thirds ma- 
jority shall have been registered in 


favor of adhesion to the court, with 
reservations, their labors may be 
brought to naught by Haiti or. Li- 
beria. But I doubt that the public 
so understands the case. 

President Harding's utterances On 
this subject are as follows: In his 
message to the Senate February 24, 
1923, he says: 

“These conditions, there is good 
reason to believe, will be acceptable 
to the signatory powers, though 
nothing definitely can be done until 
the United States tenders adhesion 
with these reservations. Manifest- 
ly the executive can not make this 
tender until the Senate has spoken 
its approval.’’

Would it not be well to have from 
the executive an up-to-date state- 
ment as to whether we are still sure 


that all of the present supporters of! 


the world court are ready to con- 
tract with us on the basis of our 
reservations’? Is the understanding 
clear? Were the proposed reserva- 
tions submitted to them in the exact 
language the Senate will (or must?) 
adopt? ‘Informal’ and ‘‘discreet”’ 
exchanges between nations have of- 
ten proved most deceptive. We are 
all fallible. 

There are three substantial reser- 
vations in our proposals: One, giv- 
ing us the right to participate with 
the council and assembly of. the 
league in the election of judges. 
Another, the right to have our Con- 
gress determine our contribution to 
\the expense of the court instead of 
/rhaving this determined for us by 
the ¢ouncil or by the court itself. 
(There is some confusion on this 
point in the statutes of the court.) 
The third is that the statutes of the 
court shall not be amended without 
our consent. The substance of this 
last condition may be inferred, from 
President’ Harding's statements 
above cited. as being already ap- 
Plicable to all who now support the 
court. In any case we seem to be 
proposing the very rule which 1 
suppose to exist. and which gives 
Haiti and Liberia the veto power 
that I have indicated. They will, 
apparently, forever retain it as to 
all proposed chatiges of the court 
statute. 

Long before all the big fish and 
the little fish swimming in the sea 
of the league can act upon our pro- 
posals, the council] of the leagué 
will have exercised its functions un- 
der article 35 of the court statutes. 
Germany will have applied for ad- 
mission to the league, and under 
the Locarno agreements, will also 
be supposed to have ‘‘joined the 
court.”” Now Germany was an out- 
castawhen the protocol was first 
drawn. She is not mentioned in 
the ‘“‘Annex to the Covenant” re- 
ferred to below. Article 35 reads 
as follows: 

“The court shall be open to the 
members of the league and also to 
the states mentioned in the annex 
to the covenant.”’ ; 

“The conditions under which: the 
court shall be open to other states 
shall, subject to the special pro- 
visions contained in treaties in 
force, be laid down by the council, 
but in no case shall such provision 
piace the parties in a position uf in- 
equality before the court.’ ;

To the Editor of The Post——Sir: 
'Your-article in the ‘‘Magazing Sec- 
tion” on ‘Art Cripples’’ sffikes a 
responsive ¢hord in the heart of 
every true artist, and a thorough 
discussion of “modernist’’ art, pro 
and con, would educate the rgblic 
to a proper realization of what true 
art is and tend to eradicate the fad- 
dist and extremist from the art 
world. : 

The man who goes to extremes 
in eating is called a glutton or 
‘gourmand; in drinking, a sot, a 
drunkard; and in other directions, 
we have the roues, the jazz flapper, 
the publicity-seeking modern flap- 
| pers who go to the verge of in- 
decency to get’ into the papers, 
showing as much of the body as 
will “get by,” With no other pur- 
| pose than showing it. 

Savages, in\warm.countries, go 
naked or almost so, and growing 
up that way, are accustomed to it 
and think nothing of it: and yet 
they are or were strictly moral and 
|remained so till polluted by the 
| dregs of our civilization.) 

It must be the spirit of the age 
to break away,from the rational 
|standard of living conventional or 
unconventional; rushing madly into 
anything that will bring a ‘‘thrill’”’ 
and quick results, instead of the 
steadier pleasures of self-improve- 
ment.

Proposal for Larger Pension to 
High-Salaried Worker Held Vici- 
ously Unjust—Favor of Increased 
Pay Should End When Time for 
Retirement Comes, Correspondent 
Says. 

To the Editor of\The Post—-Sir: 
The proposition to amend the pres- 
ent law for retirement of United 
States civil service employes is of 
deep interest to me. Under existing 
economic conditions, there is a cry- 
ing need of a liberal increase of the 


various annuity allowances, And 
since the annuity is bestowed as rn 
reward for faithful service, it is evi- 
dent that the age of the beneficiary 
should not be considered as of such 
vital importance as,a factor in re- 
tirement. Optional retirement at 
ages from 60 to 65 years, if the re- 
quired number of years of service 
have been rendered, would be a rea- 
sonable and beneficent provision. 

But the proposition to give a 
high-salaried employe a larger an- 
nuity at retirement than is bestowed 
upoh an employe who has served as 
faithfully on an average salary, 18 
viciously unjust. A high salary’ 
must be regarded as a favor—some- 
times, I regret to say, an unnierited 
favor. Nevertheless, it must be re- 
garded by all as an incident of the 
active service. But when the re- 
tirement day arrives that distinctive 
favor should be discarded. The 
present law recognizes this just 
principle by providing that an aver- 
age salary of $1,200 for the last ten 
years of service shall constitute the 
salary requirement to give title to 
the maximum annuity. That is suf- 
ficient. Let it stand, but increase 
the amount of the annuity of each 
class aS now constituted, after re- 
adjusting thé age limitations. 

The plea is made by high-salaried 
employes, that, since the assess- 
ment for the annuity fund takes 
more from them than it does from 
those of the average-salary class, 
they should receive more from the 
fund on retirement. That plea is 
specious and crafty... In the first 
place, the employe, favored with a 
high salary, has much more left for 
his own use after paying his assess- 
ment than those of the average-sal-

Central Stopping Point Urked for 
Bus and Car Limes at Navy and 
Munitions Buildings During 
Morning and Evening Hours. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Endless time, it is thought, would 
be saved for the thousands of citi- 
zéns working in the new navy and 
munitions government buildings in 


the vicinity of Seventeenth to Twen- 
ty-first and B streets northwest, and 
for the pérsons who have to trans- 
act business in thesé buildings, if a 
“central” stopping or ‘‘union’’ 
point.were designated where, be- 
tween the hours of 9:15 a.m. and 
4:15 p. m. and after 5 p. m. daily, 
all public service buses operating 
out of this vicinity, and the car line, 
would: stop. 

At present five separate com- 
panies operate services in this ter- 
ritory. Four of them have their 
stops each about a half block or a 
block distant from any one of the 
others. The Fairfax, Twelfth street 
and Pennsylvania avenue line, is 
allowed no stop, though it could 
prove invaluable were it allowed 
one, and its schedule known, for 
quick, official, nonstop service from 
this section to Twélfth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue, which we now 
do not have. Also if the Speedway- 
Treasury buses were routed via this 
central point for a 2 cent, or like 
fare, it would prove invaluable for 
official and urgent personal busi- 
ness necessary to be transacted in 
the vicinity of the Treasury. 

It is suggested that the logical 
place for a union stopping point for 
said four bus lines to ‘‘take on” pas- 
sengers between designated hours, 
might be at the little triangle at 
Eighteenth and B.streets northwest, 
where the bus of the W. R. & E. Co.

The scientific beginning of vocal 
/art would seem to precede the work 
or invéstigations of Carlo Emerich 
or William A. C, Zefffi mentioned 
in The Post article. It began really 
with Manuel Garcia, a Spaniard, 
and a teacher of singing who moved 
to London from Paris in 1850. 

By means of the laryngoscope, a 
little mirror now generally used by 
voice specialists, Garcia visualized, 
studied and later wrote elaborately 
on vocal processes. His best known 
pupil was Jenny Lind, whose voice 
he rejuvenated after it had been 
forced and nearty ruined. Before 
Garcia's time singing was a matter 
of empiricism, of Hstening ahd en- 
couraging the beautiful tone with- 
out definite scientific knowledge. 

Such was the basis of teaching of 
the old Itallan school. Its successes 
are a matter of tradition, its failures 
are submerged. 

Emma Seller, daughter of a 
Philadelphia physician, was another 
investigator who probed deeply 
through scientific methods, (about 
1876). She was, for s6me years 
with the physicist Helmholtz in Ber- 
lin, and her book, “‘The Voice in 
Singing’’ made a deep impression. 

Another scientific investigator 
was Emil Behnke, a German, liv- 
ing in London, (about 1890).

For the year 1922 the average net 
earnings of the railroads. were 
about 27 per cent higher thafi the 
preceding year; it was the best for 
the last ten years. 

Third—Settle the Muscle Shoals 
wrangle so that we can buy fer- 
tilizer cheaper. If a satisfactory 
arrangement can not be made with 
an individual to handle this propo- 
sition, let the government manage 
it. Although I do not favor gov- 
ernment management, for the rea- 
son that the government does not 
do business economically. 

Fourth—Abolish utterly] and en- 
tirely thousands of aeT but ex- 
pensive government jobs; and let 
the politicians pay their clection 
}promises some other way than by 
getting such jobs for their hench- 
men. A New York business man 
said, at a big dinner party, that 
if half of the governmént employés

To the Editor of The Post-—Sir: 
il should Uke, in a spirit of con- 
structive criticism, to call the at- 
tention of your readers to°a con- 
diiton which must. sooner or later, 
be rémedied. I refer to a delib- 
erate and studied attitude of dis- 
respect toward women which is be- 
ing practiced .by certain types of 
men. Women do not expect nor_de- 
sire to be placed upon a pedestal, 
but they do feel that their willing- 
ne&s to take part in and do their 
duty in civic and social affairs 
should not make them the target 
for intentional insults.

It is occasionally necessary for 
me to ride upon the stgeet cars in 
going to and from work. I am 
compelled to state that what I have 
seen makes me ‘unhappy. Women 
of refinement and culture are treat- 
ed so abruptly and discourteously 
by certain kinds of men that one 
wonders if they never had mothers 
or sisters of their own. Some of 
these ‘‘men” really seem to objéct 
to seeing a woman secure a seat, 
and would almost go out of their 
way to prevent it. 

The above is only one of the 
many incidents which occur almost 
every day in our ¢ity. Not long ago 
I saw a man come through the 
swinging doors of one of Wool- 
worth’s stores, and although his 
hands were free, he deliberately al- 
lowed the doors to swing back di- 
rectly upon a woman who was com- 
ing through with her hands so full 
of bundles that she could not hold 
the door, and was actually in dan- 
ger of physical injury.

World Court, Even If Adhered To in 
the Senate, Held Inferior Under 
the Constitution-to Supreme 
Court of the Untted States. 

To the Editor of The Post-—Sir: 


I have read with much _ interest 
your editorials on the subject of 
the so-called world court. Should 
the question of adherence to that 
tribunal come to a vote in the 
Senate and be defeated, it will be

“The judicial power 
United States shall be vesied in 
one Supreme Court, and in such 
inferior courts as the ‘Congress 
may, from time to time, ordain and 
establish.’ 

It then défines what judicial 
power shall cover, namely: “All 
cases in law and equity arising 
under the treaties made, or which 
#Hhall be made * * * contro- 
versies to which the United States 
shall be a party * * * and bé- 
tween a State or the citizens there- 
of and foreign states, citizens or 
subjects.”’ 

If what the Senate proposes to 
do means anything, it means es- 
tablishing. by recognition, a new 
court by treaty. 

It seems clear from the above 
constitutional excerpté, that, act- 
ing alone, it has no power to os- 
tablish any court to consider ju- 
dicial matters. 

As to any subject affecting this 
country which might be brought 
to the attention of the interna- 
tional) court .by someé_ foreign 
state, it is hard to imagine any 
matter or business which’ would 
not mean a grievance of some kind, 
either real or imaginary. All 
grievances, such as come. to the 
attention of courts, raise an issue, 
a controversy. either in law or 
equity, and where such issue, rais- 
ed before the international. court, 
affected éither the United States, 
a State, or any citizen of the United 
States, it would come within the 
jurirgiction of the Federal Su- 
preme Court, as its jurisdiction is 
defined in the Constitution, and 
the citizen-——-the State—or the 

overnment could take an appeal 
hai the world court to the Su 
preme Court of the United States. 

It, anid it alone, ié the court of 
last resort. . f

Traffic ‘‘Hysteria’ Seen in Capital. 
Writer Would “Stagger"’ the Gov- 
ernment Bureau Hours to Spread 
Out “Peak Loads” on Street 
Cars Twice a Day. 

To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 
We seem to be suffering from 
“traffis hysteria.’’ Let us have 
less talk about traffic and less traf- 


tective squad, so that gunmen, bur- 
glars, sneak thieves and sundry 
crooks will find it hard going. Let 
the courts be as ready to mete out 
stiff sentences to such offenders as 
to traffic rule violations. We have 
distorted the relative importance of 
offenses against the public. 

At the risk of adding to the con- 
fusion, let me suggest a few simpli- 
fications to aid traffic—that is, less 
rules and obstructions instead of 
more. 

1. Instead of painting ‘‘stop’’ 
signs on the pavement, move the 
bad holes in our streets to the stop 
places and repair the streets be- 
tween intersections. All holes left 
over can be moved to our public 
, golf courses to be used as hazards. 
| 2. Do away with the bright head- 
|light regulation. New York city 
| demands dim lights; why say more’ 

3. Do away with the nonsensica! 
“backing in’’ parking regulation. 

4. Remove buttons at one-way 
street intersections. It is obvious 
that they are useless. 

5. Discontinue’ the 
rule at Seventeenth 
Pennsylvania avenue. Electric cars 
go straight through the _ intersec- 
tion, so why not other traffic? 

6. Move the car stops at Cannec- 
ticut and Florida avenues northerly 
and southerly on the west and east 
sides respectively, so that halted 
traffic does. not block Florida ave- 
nue and § street. 

7. Put the block signal system in 
the business district rather than 
on Sixteenth street. J am thinking 
of the system in Los Angeles, which 
is successful. 3 

8. Instead of erecting “no park- 
ing’’ signs provide space for park- 
ing. The downtown park areas can 
well be used for this’ purpose. 

9. Remove all obstructions from 
the streets and put white paint and 
buttons on the pavement where 
necessary. This refers to car-load- 
ing patforms, safety isles, the 
curved areas of Scott circle, the 
posts and gates’ at Lafayette place 
and *Pennsylvania avenue and 
others. The spreets are for traffic 
and not for otnaments or obstruc- 
tions. The fact thai «& ¢*mnsen 
driver swept the lehgth of @ car- 
loading platform bhows how little 
value it has. 

10. In designating boulevard 
streets no street with an electric 
car track should bé secondary. The 
elettric cars were here first and still 
carry the bulk of the traffic. Every 
effort should be made to speed up 
car schedulés and they should bs 
given the right of way at all times. 
If car schedules were better there 
would be more passengers and 
fewer motorists. The speed limit 
for electric cars should not be lower 
than for automobiles. In this con-,

previous December. 

The year’s total for this district, 
$828,641,600, showed the largest 
increase over 1924 of any section 
of the country, 43 per cent. This 
record total included: $275,938,- 
600, or 33 per cent of all construc- 
tion, for residential buildings; 
$189,645,500, or 23 per cent, for 
public works and utilities; $154,- 
050,500, or 19 per cent, for indus- 
trial and power plants; $81,215,- 
000, or 10 per cent, for commercial 
buildings, and $61,552,000, or 7 per 
eent, for educational buildings. 

Contemplated new work reported 
for this district’. during 1925 
amounted to $934,190,800. Since 
this was only 13 per cent in excess 
of the. total of awarded contracts, 
it would usually be considered as 
indicating a slack demand for con- 
struction. But 1925 broke all such 
precedents in this district, which 
seems quite likely to continue at as 
good a rate as most other sections.

buildings, and $106,918,300, or 7 
per cent, for industrial buildings. 

Contemplated new work reported 
for this district during the past 
year amounted to $2,116,819,300. 
The excess of contemplated work 
over work actually started was 42 
per cent, or slightly less than nor- 
mal, indicating a possible moderate 
slackening in building demand.

Stabilization of rents is reported 
for 64 per cent of the cities, and 
an upward tendency is reported for 
9 percent.

The reports on rents of business 
and office property reflect quite a 
different condition from that of 
residential property, with the rent.

more uniformly up. Office space 
is reported cheaper in a larger pro- 
portion of the cities than business 
space. 

Rents of property in outlying dis- 
tricts are.decreasing, according to 
the reports in a large number of 
cities.

The amount invested in real es- 
tate mortgages at the end of the 
first nine months of 1925 by 652 
of the largest life insurance com- 
panies in the United States, which 
control more than 90 per cent of 
the admitted assets of all the legal 
reserve life insurance companies, 
was $4,217;730,000. This was an 
increase of almost 100 per cent 
over the amount invested at the 
end of 1921.

Degree to which mortgage bonds 
have come to be a factor in facili- 
tating real estate development is 
also shown in the report. Cor- 
porate mortgage bond issues, av- 
cording to a compilation made by 
the Commercial and Financial 
Chronicle, amounted during the 
first nine months of the year to 
$623,275,050, In 1921 new cor- 
porate mortgage bond issues 
amounted only to $37,605,000.

Marie of Russia, who had another 
great sorrow in the loss of her sister 
Queen Alexandra, has proba bly been 
through more ‘horrors than any 
royal personage of history. With 
ithe possible exception, of the unfor- 
|tunate mpress’-Charlotte of Mex- 
‘ico, the ‘Bowager:Czarine has gone 
through ‘greater tragedy than any 
of her’ sister queens of recent times. 
'The strain was-.too much for 
Charlotte’s nerves, and a clouded | 
mind saved her from full realization | 
of the horible slaughter of her hus- 
band,.Emperor Maximilian. 

Queen - Asnelies- of Portugal, 
now divides +er.time between Eng-! 
land and Frdnce, suffered the loss 
of her husband and older son at the 
hands of bomb. throwers, and saw 
her younger son dethroned a year 
after he had succeeded his father. 

Former Empress Zita of Austro- 

Hungary, is a refugee in Spain, 
where she has her interesting fam- 
ily of children about her and is 
seeking to advance the claims of 
her oldest son, Archduke Otto, to a 
throne which no longer exists. Her 
fortune is gone. Her empire is par- 
celed out among other powers with 
‘republican governments.

and nephew, also are refugees from | 
the country where they once ruled. 
Russia’s former empress, 
ithe Danish royal family, has had a

years, only to séee her eoyntry 
plunged into two wars, followed by 
a revolution which wiped out all 
vestige of imperial power and 
butchered her son, Czar Nicholas, 
and his entire family.

Some of Mountain Size. 


At Greenport, Uuntington, 
villages, some of the heaps already 
jhave attained mountain size. The 
old theory that the work of @ car- 
penter can be determined by the 
number of his chips finds confirma- 
tion among the oyster fishermen. 

Oysters this year are plentiful 
yand of fair size, fishermen say, so 
there is more than ordinary en- 
terprise among those who go down 
to the sea in ships to niake their 
living. Reports last year that the 
bivalve was a disease spreading 
agency cut the demand sharply last 
year, but this year it appears that 
confidence has been restored. 
Shippers of oysters this year are 
putting into effect every suggestion 
of health authorities. 


Thirty Power Vessels Busy. 


In Greenport alone more than 30 
power vessels are engaged in bring- 
ing the oysters from Peconic bay, 
Fire Place Point and other oyster 
lands. Hardly a day pasges, but a 
carload of 1,500 gallons is shipped 
from the town. 

As a result of the demand and 
supply this year every oyster shop is 
a hive of industry. Vessels arrive 
constantly from ‘the oyster field to 
dump their cargoes inte the con- 
‘ainers that take them on Jong jour- 
neys West. As they arrive at the 
opening and packing house the oys- 
ters are handled almost exclusively 
by conveyors. 


Washed in Different Waters. 


After Being opened the bivalves 
are washed in different waters. In 
ne process a strong current of air 
s used to remove particles of shells 
hat might have been left behind 
in opening. Mainly, the stock is 
yacked in five-gallon iced _ tins, 
‘tored in refrigerator cars and ship- 
oed by fast trains. Oyster dealers 
say that it takes only five days to 
send shipments from Long island 
0 the Pacific coast. 

Localities vary in the matter of 
‘avering various sizes of oysters for 
10me consumption. Some wish the 
tmall oyster while others have 
marked preference for the medium 
1 Jarge varieties. Size alone is not 
necessarily an indication of oyster 
quality. However, in order that 
2ach community may have its pref- 
2rence, the oysters are graded as 10 
size.’ The largest size runs about 
200 oysters to the gallon. 

There is ne complaint when the 
seap of oyster shells fm the various 
villages -of Long island grow to 
rather mountainous proportions.

AMERICAN U. PLANS 
CHANGE OF POLICY 
TQ OTART ON FEB. 2 


Will Admit iditdiedeatis to 
Its School of Polit- 
ical Science. 


When the second semester opens 
on February 2, the School of Po- 
litical Science of American univer- 
sity will put into effect a radical 
change of policy by admitting 
undergraduate students. Up to the 
present only advanced degrees 
have been granted by the down- 
town departments of the univer- 
sity. Last fall the College of Lib- 
eral Arts was opened on the campus 
at Massachusetts and Nebraska ave- 


nues, and the B. A. degree will be 
awarded to members of the first 
graduating class this June. 

A further expansion of under- 
graduate work is now announced 
in the fields of political sciences 
at the downtown center, in re- 
Sponse to the great demand for col- 
lege instruction in these subjects 
in Washington. 

The grade of the courses to be 
offered will correspond to those 
of the last two years of a standard 
college. Students applying for 
admission will be expected to have 
completed the first two years of 
college work or to pursue courses 
which will make up for the lack 
of the first half of a college course 
before they become candidates for 
a degree. 

The work in the new courses of 
undergraduate grade will be pro- 
fessional in character, and will 
lead to the degree of bachelor of 
political science. The courses 
will be arranged for the late after- 
noon, and they will be offered in 
government, history, diplomacy, 
economics and foreign trade. 


Graduate Work to Be Same. 


Graduate work leading to the 
advanced degrees of master of 
political science. and doctor of 
Philosophy will be carried on as 
heretofore in the School of Politi- 
Sciences. But these degrees 
by-the Graduate 
School of Arts and ‘Sciences, be- 
ginning with the academic year 
1926-27. This procedure will be 
followed in accordance with the 
whole reorganization plan of the 
downtown departments, which was 
unanimously approved by the 
faculty and the executive commit- 
tee of the board of trustees of 
the university last week. Under 
the new organization there will be 
only one graduate school, that of 
Arts and Sciences, which will 
award the degrees of M. P. 5., 
M. A., and Ph. D. 

Officials of the university ex- 
pressed great satisfaction over 
these changes in organization, and 


énlarge the_scope of the - institu- 
tion’s work, “but increase efficiency 
in administration and instruction.

Previously, those who had selected the table 
chairs were presented, each and every one, at the box office, with a check 
for $7.70-——that being the admission price with war tax added.

This 
is where low-down and low-life comedy comes to bear. A barroom, nat- 
urally there is a drunk—and a very clever one, too, but, withal, a lot 
of course, vulgar comedy, with low-brow comedians stumbling over each 
other, picking up cuspidors and bar towels, and all that sort of tommy- 
The gold curtain again saves the temper of the audience, but by 
this time there are mumblings in the gallery. The storm is on the way. 

6. Ray Hughes. (In front of No. 1 Gold.) Just what Ray did is be- 
voud the mazes of memory. He probably told a few stale jokes, made 
a couple of wise-cracks, said, ‘‘So’s your old man,” and departed behind 
the gold curtain. What a refuge that proved to be! 

7. “Shawl, Pearls and Fan.” (In Full.) (Open No. 2

8. Miss Allyn King, Mr. Irwin and Mr. Norton. (In front of No. 1

kick in the slats administered by Mr. Allen to Miss King, and again the 
gold curtain acts as a cover-up—in time to prevent casualties. 

9. ‘Boudoir Scene.” (In No. 25 Black.) (Open No. 1 Gold.) ¢Close 
in No. 2 Gray.) Just Another one of those things, with plenty of atmos- 
phere, talcum powder, chiffon and what hyve you. No police interfer- 
ence, and the gray curtain closes in on the cool gray dawn of the morn- 
ing after. Alleh-up! 

10. “Kiss in the Moonlight.’’ (Open in No. 2 Gray.) (Close in No. 1 
Gold at finish of the number.) The one sovg of the entire production 
that stood out, with chorus girls silhouetted against a background of 
moonlight and stars. 

11. Mr. Charles Irwin (in front of No. 1 Gold). (No close in.) And 
how Mr. Irwin wished there might have been a “close in;’’ for ‘twas 
here, mates, that the shootin’ began. Mr. Irwin, again asking pardon 
for the delayed curtains, started in to tell a few choice jokes. Just about 
that time several of the guests at the $7.70 seats began reaching for 
their hats and cloaks, preparing to go out into the cold, cold night.

HE date of the exhibition of 
ft, portraits by Rafael Sanchis 
. Yago,*the Spanish painter who 
creating such interest in his love- 
ly crayon portraits of beautiful 
women, has been decided on. It 
will take place tomorrow at 1011 
Gonnecticut avenue and will con- 
tinue two weeks, perhaps longer. 
There will be an opening reception 
with a private view tomorrow after- 
noon. Much interest doubtless will 
be shown in these portraits by rea- 
son of the personalities of the sit- 
ters, chief of whom is Mrs. Coolidge, 
whose portrait the artist has just 
completed for this exhibition. Mme. 
Riano, wife of the Spanish Ambas- 
sador; Mlle. Raquel Pueyrredon, 
daughter of the Argentine Ambassa- 
dor; Mrs. William D. Thomas, for- 
merly Miss Helen Marye, and many 
others may also be seen in the 
forthcoming exhibit. 

The art of Senor Yago is subtle, 
and distinctive. His portraits are a 
unique expression. They are in 
crayon, slightly smaller than life 
size, of the head only, but with a 
style and vivacity all their own. 
They are tinted and have more the 
appearance of pastels, yet they are 
not perishable as pastels often prove 
to’ be, but are as durable as oil. 
They are incomparable in their 
drawing. Their chief charm is an 
inimitable air of distinction and in- 
dividuality. They are quite as dis- 
tinctive as the dry points of Hellieu 
and his sitters are as beautiful and 
as charming. 

- Senor Yago was introduced to 
Washington by Ambassador Riano. 
The sketch of his life is interesting. 
He is from Valencia and is a pupil 
of Sorolla, the famous Spanish ar- 
tist. As a youth of 14 he won the 
Beaux Arts prize at Barcelona. Then 
he won all the silver medals avail- 
able, his scholarship being increased 
by his work and unusual talents. 
At the special school of painting at 
Madrid he won more honors and at 
20 won the first prize of the na- 


tional exposition there. At first 
Yago was a figure painter in oil, | 
but his chief delight was to sketch 
the women whom he chanced to see 
aj the cafe or social gathering. A 
friend suggested that he give.an ex- 
hibition of these sketches, which he 
did and recognition was quick to 
follow. He became most popular 
with the ladies of Spain and it be- 
came the vogue among them to have 
their portrait done by Yago.. He 
also has drawn many portraits in 
South America, principally’ in 
Buenos Aires, Rio de Janiero and 
Santiago de Chile. He recently has 
been commissioned by the Diario 
de la Marinia, a newspaper of 


Havana, to do the portraits of the 
King and Queen of Spain when he 
returns to Spain. It is well known 
that King Alfonzo and the Infanta 
Isabella of Bourbon esvecially ad- 
mire his works: Three years ago 
he had an exhibition at the Kennedy 
galleries in New York where the 
critics were enthusiastic apout his 
work.

Small Broadcasters 
Fight Air “Monopoly” 


Muscatine, Iowa, Jan. 16 (By A. 
P.)..—-To protest against what it 
contends as developing into a-mo- 
nopoly of the afr by high-power 
broadcasting stations, the Ameri- 
can Broadcasters’ association, new- 


ly organized; has announced that 
it planned to ‘‘keep the air always 
free.””’ Members of the association 
are owners of the smaller or lower 
power stations. 

Stressing .the statement that 
many of the programs of the small- 
er stations have a “familiar and 
homelike atmosphere,’’ Norman Ba- 
ker, of station KTNT, president of 
the association, pointed out that 
many of the smaller stations have 
been placed in a wave band ranging 
from 200 to 275 meters, giving as 
many as 25 stations the same wave- 
length and increasing interstation 
interference. 


“Other stations,’’ he added, “have 


j been favored by putting only one 


or two on a wave-length. The 
American Broadcasters are in favor 
of the chain stations going on one 
wave-length so as not to monopo- 
lize the entire dial of the receiver.”’

IN NEW BOOKS 


The E. P. Dutton Co.,’ publishers 
of New York, has issued a new set 
of attractive books in the interest- 
ing series of ‘‘Today and Tomor- 
row,’ which are forecasts of the fu- 
ture in law, economics, morals and 
medicine. 

Experts in these several lines 
have predicted the progress of man- 
kind which will be noted within the 
next few cycles of human existence. 

The books are: 

“Ouroboros, or the Mechanical 
Extension of Mankind,’’ by Garet 
Garrett. 

“‘Lycurgus, or the Future of 
Law,’’ by E. S. P. Haynes. 

*“‘Pygmalion, or the Doctor of the 
Future,’ by R. M. Wilson. 

“Thrasymachus, or the Future of 
Morals,’’ by C. E. M. Joad. 

Mr. Garrett, in ‘‘Ouroboros,”’ 
calls attention to the growing use 
of machine power in the industrial 
world and says the equipment al- 
ready in existence, if worked at ca- 
pacity for one year, would glut the 
markets of the world and that for- 
eign markets are narrowing, not 
widening. He declares that every 
manufacturing nation has a surplus 
and is looking fora market. In 
Great Brtiain and France not only 
is there a surplus of machine 
power, but of man power, as well. 
Speaking of the machine, Mr. Gar- 
sett says: 

‘“‘And now for hundreds of mil- 
lions of people hitherto inferior in

|S. P. Haynes, a distinguished Eng- 
lish attorney in ‘‘Lycurgus,”’ out- 
lines possible future changes in di- 
vorce, criminal, corporation and 
private international law as con- 
cerns the English-speaking nations 
of the world. He has contrasted 
American and British legal methods 
in ah entertaining manner and 
'throws a few polite: bricks at Amer- 
ican prohibition in passing. 

He holds that ‘‘democracy values 
equality more than liberty, and the 
great war destroyed many individ- 
ual privileges which have not yet 
been restored.”’ 

In the courts of domestic rela- 
tions existing in some American 
‘cities the author finds much of 
good. He predicts that within 50 
years courts of this description will 
not only have divorce jurisdiction, 
but will also have the same powers 
as the chancery judges now have 
'over a ward of court. 

Speaking of marriage laws of the 
future in England, Mr. Haynes ex- 
presses the view ‘‘that marriage 
laws will become more rational, 
that legitimation by subsequent 
marriage will become law in Eng- 
land and Wales, as well as in Scot- 
land; that there will be a law of 
adoption as on the continent, and 
that there will be a system of di- 
| vorce by consent recognized as such 
as well as divorce for matrimonial 
| offenses.’

In the light of the present free- 
dom of American women it is. diffi- 
cult for those of the present genera- 
tion to loék back and realize the 
status of womankind half a century 
Or more ago. Perhaps 50 years 
from now other commentators will 
say the same thing about 1925- 
1926. Yet while we have many sit- 
uations to be remedied, the prog- 
ress in the last half century has 
been monumental. For example, 
every woman school teacher who 
enjoys equal pay with men per- 
forming. equal’ service can thank 
Susan B. Anthony for lighting the 
torch of protest on this matter. 


CAREER IS TRACED. 
In 1853 Susan B. Anthony, a 


question under discussion,” was 
Miss Anthony’s bombshell reply. 
For half an hour the astonished 
convention debated the issue as to 
whether or not Miss Anthony should 
be heard. Probably masculine 
curlosity as to what Miss Anthony 
would say was responsible for the 
small majority in her favor. 
The ice had been broken. Woman- 
kind came into its own in that 
dingy little hall, and its first fruits 
have already been gathered. Susan 
B. Anthony was not to rest until 
the status of womankind in Amer- 
ica, at least, had been improved. 
With judgment and single-minded- 
ness she resolved to devote all her 
energies to securing the vote for 
women. As the author of ‘The 
Great Woman Statesman” wrote: 
“She realized what so few un- 
derstood, that so long as any class 
in a community has to trust to an- 
other class, the disfranchised ones 
are at a disadvantage and are like- 
ly to be neglected or entirely ig- 
nored.”’ 


SAGACITY SHOWN. 


The political sagacity of such a 
statement is apparent to all. -It is 
the same doctrine that was behind 
the brave revolutionary dictum that 
“taxation without representation is 
tyranny.’’ Susan B. Anthony,. her 
associates and her successors, built 
upon it as upon a rock until the 
goal of the nineteenth amendment 
to the Constitution of the United 
States was passed and ratified. 

Memories still survive in Wash- 
ington of the heroic figure of Susan 
B. Anthony assailing almost single- 
handed at times the strongholds of 
Congress. Step by step she won 
ground; not much, it is true, but she 
was a mighty advocate, and where 
she could not convince she could at 
least win respect and the softened 
attitude which comes from it. At 
the time of her fiftieth birthday she 
is described as follows: 

“She wore a dress of rich shot 
silk, dark red and black, cut square 
in front, with a stomacher of white 
lace and a pretty little cameo 
brooch. All female vanities she 
rigorously discarded—no hoop. 
train, or bustle, pannier, chignon, 
powdér, rouge, patches; no nonsense 
of any sort. From her kindly eyes 
and from her gentle lips there beam- 
ed the sweetest smiles to all those 
loving friends, who, admiring her

ISE OF ELECTRICAL. 


POWER INCREASING 
IN U.S: INDUSTRIES 


Farmers Backward, Jardine 
Finds, Because of Too 
High Expenses. 


RURAL DISTRIBUTION 


HAMPERED BY COSTS. 


Establishment of a Central 
Plant on Farm Declared 
to Be Impossible.

“The adaptation of electricity as 
a means of power transmission has 
been perhaps more important to our 
indugtrial progress than has the 


development of either steam or gas | 


power,’’ William.M. Jardine, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, stated in a 
recent address. ‘‘Blectricity has not 
only greatly increased the possibili- 
ties of the efficient application of 
power and the conveniences of 
utilizing it, but has greatly broad- 
ened the field in which power can 
be applied. 

‘’7The electric light and power 
companies of the United States de- 
velop more electricity than do those 
of all the other nations of the world 
combined. More than. 1,900,000 
new customers were added to the 
linesof the electric light and 
power companies during 1924. A 
recent statement by the United 
States bureau of labor statistics 
shows that the average cost of 
clectricity is 8.6 per cent less than 
before the war, while the cost of 
all other items in the family budget 
has increased an average of 65 per 
cent. It will be seen that under 
regulation, with increased cost of 
material and labor, the electric 
light and power industry has been 
able to keep the cost of electricity 
below the prewar level. 

‘Through the joint research ef- 
fort of the electrical manufactur- 
ing companies and the electric 
light and power companies, the 
lighting censumer obtains 14 times 
as much light today as he got 20 
years ago for the same amount of 
money. Another interesting fact is 
that while the electric light and 
power industry has increased its 
annual énergy production 10,000,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours>in less than 
' § years, the industry uses less coal 
than it used-.at the beginning of 
this period. 


Agriculture Handicapped. 


‘“Agriculture represents one of 
the largest uses of power in the 
United States. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, agriculture is seriously handi- 
capped in the efficient utilization 
of this power. Seasonal timeli- 
ness of doing work is a much more 
important faetor with most agri- 
cultural operations than is the case 
with any other industry. Moreover, 
the greater part of the farming in- 
dustry is se organized, and most 
of the opepations are such, that 
the power used can not he cen- 
tralized inte large units as is the 
case in mogt other industries. 

“The adeption by agriculture of 
electrical digtribution of its power 
would be ene means of overcoming 
some of the difficulties if certain 
other difficulties connected with the 
distributfon of electrical energy can 
first be overcome. The relatively 
high cost of transmission line con- 
struction, coupled with the low load 
factor obtained. the mobile nature 
of many of the farm operations, 
and the lack of fundamental in- 
formation on which to base the 
charges for (ho current consumed, 
have prevented the wide applica- 
tion of this type of power to farm 
operations. The best information 
available would indicate that in the 
United States something like 600,- 
000 farms are at the present time 
equipped with some kind of elec- 
trical power gervice. 

“The most serious difficulty con- 
nected with the distribution of elec- 
trical energy to rural communities

seems to be.to get the average custo- 
mer to use sufficient current to give 
the central stations a reasonable re- 
turn on their investment without 
making an unreasonably high 
charge per unit of energy con- 
sumed. In most cases, when a 
riiral line has been constructed, the 
farmers have availed themselves of 
it for supplying lights to their 
houses and barns and perhaps for 
the operation of a few small ma- 
chines requiring little current, but 
they have not extended its use fur- 
ther. Obviously, the central service 
stations can not be expeeted to in- 
vest money in rural service exten- 
sion unless they receive a reason- 
able return on their investment. On 
the other hand, it must be recog- 
nezed that agriculture cam not utilize 
electrical energy extensively unless 
its cost and the returns from its use 
are such as to make the practice 
profitable. The farmer has a keen 
understanding of relative power 
costs as they apply to his conditions 


‘and he employs only those practices 


that yield the larger profit. 
‘Available information would in- 


dicate that the actual cost ef pro- 


duction of. electrical energy is in 
most cases a relatively small part of 
the total cost of delivering the 
power to the rural consumer. 
greater part of the expense is rep- 
resented in the high capital invest- 
ment for distribution because of the 
long distance of transmission in 
proportion to the 
sumers.”’

An estimate of the incandescent 


‘lamp business in the United States 


for the year indicates the scale of 
280,000,000 lamps such as are used 
in the lighting of homes, offices 
and factories, John Liston, of the 
General Electric Co., anngunces in 
his review of 1925, made public 
recently. This is an increase of 
7144 per cent over the previous 
year, and four and one-half times 
the volume in 1908. 

‘Although the average wattage 
of lamps has varied but slightly, 
the average lumens or candlepower 
has increased considerably, so much 
so that the total light output is now 
16% times that of 1908,’’ Mr. Lis- 
ton declares. ‘‘The prices of Maz- 
da lamps have been materially re- 
duced in recent years, due to im- 
proved methods in manufacture. 
The present prices of lamps are on 
the average less than two-thirds 
of those in effect in 1914, while the 
cost of living is now 50 per cent 
greater than the prewar figures.” 


Frosting Perfected. 


After extensive research and ex- 
perimentation, a practical method 
of frosting the inside surface of in- 
candeseent lamp bulbs has been de- 
veloped and the fragility hazard 
which formerly existed has been 
overcome by a chemical treatment. 

The outside of this new bulb 
being smooth does not collect dust 
as readily as does the outside frost- 
ed lamp, and is more easily cleaned. 
A further advantage is that the in- 
itial absorption of light due to the 
inside frosting is less than 2 per 
cent, whereas the outside frost ab- 
serbs 6 to § per cent. 

About 195,000,000 miniature 
lamps, such as are uSed in automo- 


&c., were sald this year. This is an 
increase of abaut 3% per cent over 
1924. 

The production of the double- 
filament Mazda eadlight lamp 
stands as the foremost achievement 
in the miniature lamp field. It 
centains two 21 c. p. filaments. 
When one filament is lighted, a 
powerful beam is projected far 
down the road. When the other 
filament is lighted, the beam is tilt- 
ed @ewn about 2% degrees, giving 
ah excellent passing light, not glar- 
ing in the eyes of the approaching 
driver yet amply lighting the road 
for safe driving.

EMPLOYMENT UNCERTAIN 


In the electrical industry, aceord- 
ing to BE. M. Harr, president of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Magnu- 


facturing Co., considerable develep-’ 


ment is anticipated in the eoming 
year. ft is» estimated that the in- 
erease in the production of electri- 
cal energy will be approximately 
500,000,000 kilowatt hours, er 10 
per cent more than the present to 
tal output; the purchasing pewer of 
the industry is estimated to be about 
$700,000,000. 

There is an increased demand for 
electrical energy for refrigeration 
and for industrial heating. For the 
latter application alone it is believed 
that at least 400,000 kilowatts of 
current will be needed during the 
coming year. 

In the steel industry electric drive 
is recognized as one of the impor- 
tant factors in economy of opera- 
tion. During the last year steel 
companies made extensive electrical 
installations and it is anticipated 
that as business improves the use 
of electricity will be still further 
extended. 

The coal industry, now the larg-

NEW ENGLISH POWER PLANT 


Wilford Station Serves Nottingham 
and 17 Other Cities. 


At Wilford, England, where 
Robin Hoed and his merry men 
may have celebrated aceomplish- 
ments akin to the capture of the 


sheriff of Nottingham, there is naw 
ene ef the most modern of the large 
electric generating stations in Eng- 
land. The first unit of the new 
plant, which has been under con- 
struction since 1923, was put in 
operation but a few weeks ago. 

So far the Wilford plant, which 
can generate 30,000 kilowatts of 
electrical energy and will eventually 
have a capacity «7 79,000 kilowatts, 
has cost £545,000, and when it is 
completed the total cost will be 
nearly $5.000,000. kt is intended 
to serve Nottingham and seventeen 
other urban communities covering 
an area of about 47 square miles.

stations in the United States and 
Europe will conduct international 
broadcasting tests for the purpose 
of determining advantes made in 
radio transmission and_ reception 
since the program of a similar week 
of tests conducted last year. 

The following schedule has been 
announced: i 

Hach night for the week-—Special 
prozrams from American, Ca- 
nadian, Cuban, Mexican and South 
American stations for European lis- 
teners, 10 to 11 p. m. 

Sunday to Thursday, inclusive— 
Silence by American, Canadian, 
Mexican and Cuban broadcasters in 
the hours from 11 to 12, Eastern 
time, to permit reception from over- 
seas. High powered stations in 
England and on the continent will 
be on the air in this period. 

Friday, January 29-——10 to. 10:15, 
Fastern time stations: 11:15 to 
11:30, Central time stations; 11:3 
to 11:45, Mountain.zone stations: 
11:45 to 12:00, Pacific coast sta- 
tions. Only one group will be on 
the air ata time in this period. 

January 30-—11 to 11:15. Cana- 
dian stations: 11:15 to 11:39. sta- 
tions in northern U. S.: 11:30 to 
11:45, stations in South U. S.: 
11:45 to 12, Cuba and Mexico sta- 
tions. Only one group will be on 
the air at a time in this period. 

At 12 o’clock Eastern Standard 
time each night of the week all sta- 
tions will resume their regular pro- 
gram schedules. 


Foreign Programs Later. 


Complete programs of the partici- 
pating foreign stations have not 
been made available, but it is cer- 
tain that Daventry, England, the 
most powerful British station. will 
be on the air January 24 and Janu- 
ary 26. Union station, of Madrid. 
will broadcast January 25, 27 and 
28. Thirty more European — sta: 
tions will annuonce schedules later. 

Practically all American. broad- 
casting stations have given their as- 
Surance of cooperation to observe 
silent hours and to-broadcast when 
scheduled, to insure a fair degree 
of reception on the other side of-the 
Atlantic. fH. 

The first foreign period, when all 
American, Cuban and Mexican sta- 
tions will be silent, will be next 
Sunday night at 11 5. m., Eastern 
standard time. On Monday night, 
January 25. continental European 
countries will be on the air; Eng- 
lish stations again. on Tuesday 
night. Regular programs during 
these evenings will. be announced 
in English, French, German, Span- 
ish, Italian and Polish. 

WGY to Be Tested.

It 
necessary for listeners-in on this 
sdie of the Atlantic to note the hour 
of hearing a program, and not to 
confuse a program heard in a for- 
eign tongue here with one broad- 
cast frgm a European country. . 

Unless untoward conditions 
firise, the broadcasting tests dur- 
ing International Radio week 
should be especially favored by the 
weather.

“The question comes up in this 
way: Officers'in the aviation sery- 
ice who have had flight pay of 50 
per cent additional have naturally 
got in the habit of living in a way 
which the pay of their rank did not 
cover. They are living in a little 
better apartments, giving somewhat 
better parties, driving, perhaps, 
better cars, and getting into the 
habit of spending more money. It 
is perfectly human that they should 
not want to give up such benefits, 
and I sympathize with them on that 
ground—that, having had it, they 
want to keep it. But whether you 
gentlemen want to give it to them 
or not is something else. But that 
is at the root of all the dissatisfac- 
tion—the fact that if they go back 
to regular duties which do not in- 
volve fiying they are going to lose 
the extra pay.’’

driving at night. Nothing is' more dangerous than to meet another 
car on the road at night that has blinding, glaring headlights. Most 
states have passed legislation that makes glaring headlights an offense, 
but unfortunately for everyone these laws are not enforced very strin- 
gently. It is up to every: individual owner, therefore, to adjust his 
headlights properly or have it done for him at one of the headlight 
Practically all of the large service stations have 
means for doing this very quickly. 1 
visit a proper testing station you can follow the inStructions given in 
today’s article, and do it yourself. 

The first thing to do is to make sure that the focus of both lamps 
is correct. Many drivers believe their lamps are no good becausc 
they do not throw a beam of light far enough ahead or because they 
throw a light with a series of.dark rings or a dark circle right in the 
center of the road where the light should be brightest. This is not 
the fault of the headlights, but shows that the bulbs require focusing. 
The headlights have scientifically designed reflectors that throw a 
clear white beam in parallel lines when the bulb is properly focused. 
If the bulb is not exactly in focus you will note a number of dark 
rings and probably a dark circle right in the middle of the road where 
you want the most brilliant light, 

All headlights have an adjustment that enabies you to move the 
bulb in and out. Select a straight dark road, then simply move the 
bulb in or out uritil you have the 
road directly ahead clearly illumi- 
nated with a long penetrating beam 
free from dark rings or. circles. 
Adjust one lamp at a time. 

It is a good idea to adjust the 
lamp on the right so that it throws 
a slightly broader beam of light 
than the lamp, on the left. This 
gives you good illumination of each 
side of the road. If you have a 
spot light, then adjust the focus of 
both lamps to throw a long beam

Once the focus is correct the headlights should be checked to make 
sure they are not glaring, or at least that they glare as little’ as pos- 
sible. Select a piece of level road with a door or building about thirty 
feet away, that you can direct the rays of the headlight. against. 

; Measure the distance from the ground to. the center of a lamp and 

raw a line at this height.on the wall or door. Now measure the dis- 
tance between the lamp centers and mark off this distance on the hori- 
zontal line. Stand the car so that the center of the radiator will come 
in the center of the line marking the distance between lamps. 

Now cover up one lamp and allow the beam of the other .to strike 
the wall. If the adjustment is correct the beam will just-reach the top 
line with the center of the beam striking the vertical line. If the beam 
goes above the horizontal line your lights will glare and the lamp 
should be tipped down. If, however, the beam goes much below the 
line, then it will not throw a light sufficiently far ahead of the car. 
It should light up any object from 200 to 250 feet ahead when cor- 
rectly adjusted. :

Many eurprises and an abun- 
Gance. of features deserving of 
careful inspection are assured 
motorists who visit the 1926 auto- 
mobile show at the Washington 
auditorium, January 30 to Febru- 
ary 6, inclusive. The exhibition, 
which is designed to be productive 
of considerable interest, is being 
held under the auspices of the 
Washington Automotive Trade as- 
sociation. 

Although the day of the annual 
automobile show being the prin- 
cipal occasion for displaying new 
models has passed, it is still just 
as certainly a time for feeling the 
pulse of motordom, the show com- 
mittee points out. The models 
which predominate in the annual 
.exhibits aré certain to be the ones 
which command popularity among 
the owners of 20,000,000 motor 
cars in use today, and Washing- 
ton’s automobile show will indicate 
plainly the swing of the pendulum 
of popularity in the direction of 
the glassed-in car. 

The great majority of cars 
the. forthcoming show will

nated and closed types attracted 
attention because of their scarcity. 
Closed types have become exceed- 
ingly popular, so much so that one 
large-scele manufacturer of sixes 
has dropped his open models en- 
tirély, and asother equally well 
known motor car maker now con- 
fines Ris open models to de luxe 
cars. . 

The open model has not gone 
into the discard by any manner of 
means, but it has found its use- 
fulness in different ways.

One important reason for the re- 
doubled attention to closed. models 
is, of course, the lengthening of the 
motoring season to the entire year. 
Motorists no longer put away their 
cars with the first snow flurry. In- 
stead, they prepare for the change 
in season by giving the car the care 
necessary to its. use during the 
wintry months. An added reason is 
the growth of the two-car idea. Mo- 
torists have begun to see the wis: 
dom of owning more than one car. 
and this change in viewpoint has 
resulted in an entirely different at- 
titude toward open and closed 
types. 

Cars to be exhibited in the Wash- 
ington show will embody many of 
the mechanical advances made in 
motor car construction. Among 
these developments has been the 
lengthening of chassis life. Persons 
who labor under the idea that cars 
are “not what they used to be” 
should know better and learn from 
personal inspection of the newer 
cars that automobiles are being 
made much better than ever before 
in the history of the industry.

By New Car on Trip East 


Prest-O-Lite Co. Sales Promotion Manager Tells of 
Climbing Mountains Between Indianapolis _ 
and New York in Moon Model. 


What it is said is considered an 
unusual record for endurance is 
told in a letter from Henry Knip- 
penberg, sales promotion manager 
for the Prest-o-lite €o., Indianapo- 
lis, to the Moon Motor Car Co., in 
which he said: 

‘Personally; I have always had a 
tendency to discount statements 
made by owners of cars due to the 


fact that the average human being 
does not Ifke to feel that his judg- 
mént has been wrong when he pur- 
chases a car. For. this reason he 
will very often tell you that he likes 
his automobile regardless of how 
much trouble he has had. On the 
other hand, I. am not to be classed 
in this category. Three days after 
I got delivery of my Moon, and 
with only 185 miles showing on the 
speedometer, my wife and I started 
for the Bast. We took the South- 
ern route, as it is called here, 
through the mountains, and instead 
of going on through to, Washing- 
ton, hit north to Philadelphia. 

‘Some years ago, while serving 
as a knight of the overalls, I 
learned the dire effects of taking a 
new car out and expecting it to per- 
form like a veteran of the road. As 
a consequence, I purposely climbed 
fall of the mountains between Indi- 
anapolis and New York city in sec- 
ond gear, and I negotiated most of 
the descents in a like manner. I 
was very much pleased, as well as 
surprised, to find that we only 
reached the boiling point on three 
mountains—-each time [I was in prac. 
tically 500 yards of the top before 
the motometer indicated the dan- 
ger signal. 

“In checking the matter. over 
since, I recall now that each time 


City and then to New York. At no 
time on the way East. did we have 
any mechanical trouble whatsoever. 
Returning from New York I really 
had. an- opportunity to appreciate 
the kind of an. automobile I had 
bought from you. , 

“During the last nineteen or 
twenty years I. have. driven prac- 


tically every kind of a car at some 
time or other. I am very frank to 
say that I believe the Moon is posi- 
tively the best road car for its 
wheelbase I have ever handled. This 
is why I think so: 

‘‘We left New York at noon on a 
Thursday, stopped for probably an 
hour and a half with some rela- 
tives in New Jersey and wound up 
at Harrisburg, Pa., in eight hours 
actual running time. We registered 
mileage of 219 miles. The next 
day we drove all day in the rain 
from Harrisburg to Washington, 
Pa., going through Pittsburgh by 
mistake instead of going to Wash- 
ington, Pa., from Greensburg. Our 
actual running time was eleven 
hours, the mileage 318, making an 
average of 28 miles an hour. On 
Saturday, we left Washington, Pa., 
early in the morning and at exactly 
6 o’clock standard time we were in 
front of our house, a distance of 385 
miles in twelve hours flat or 32 
miles per hour. 

“On all three of these days our 
speed was constant, not flashy on 


reaching great heights and then 


dropping back to slow stuff. I never 
saw a car handle more perfectly. 
My wife and J divided up the driv- 
ing and I found the back seat a very 
comfortable -place for a nap on two 
or three different occasions. There 


we filled the radiator, we only lost is a sense of low hung security or 


about two quarts of water. I think 
this speaks very well for the effi- 
ciency of the Moon motor.

Many mechanical improvements, 
in the face of price reductions, were 


displayed on the new Chevrolet cars 
at the opening of the New York au- 
tomobile show, January 9. The nu- 
merous mechanical improvements, 
together with lower prices, coming 
at this time when high tire costs 
threaten advanced car prices, con- 
centrated attention on the Chevro- 
let exhibit. 

The price reduction was an- 
nounced several days ago by W. S. 
Knudsen, president of the Chevro- 
let Motor Co. At that time no men- 
tion was made of improvements to 
the car. These mechanical changes 
are designed to give even smoother 
operation, greater engine efficiency 
and smoother riding. One of the 
features is an air cleaner, some- 
thing which only cars of much high- 
er price have been equipped with 
heretofore. 

Among the new improvements 
are: Lighter pistons and pins; en- 
gine lubricating system of increased 
efficiency; special three-point mo- 
tor suspension and redesigned mo- 


| cushioned by 


tor head with larger cooling areas 
around the valves, all of which con- 
tribute materially toward smooth 
operation. The new car is well 
long semi-elliptic 
springs of special design. 


New Piston Is Lighter. 


The new piston assembly is about 
a half pound lighter, decreasing by 
approximately two pounds the total 
weight of moving parts in the cylin- 
ders.

Concrete Posts Used 
As Highway Markers 


Metal signs placed on concrete 
posts are being used as highway 
markers by the Massachusetts de- 
partment of public works. About 
1,500 signs of that type and 109 
town line markers have been 
erected. 

The concrete posts for the signs 
are made by workmen of the main- 
tenance division of the highway de- 
partment at a cost of approximate- 
ly $5 each.

In Hill Climbing by Auto 
Two Things Must Be Borne in Mind—Change to First 


Speed Early; Retard Spark Without Waiting 
For Engine to Knock. ~ | 


by good judgment you gauge it 
right, the gear goes in silently, but 
if not quite right it goes in with a 
little grunt. 

To minimize this grunt you gen- 
tly press the gears together and 
feel them—tickle them, so to speak 


Many people believe that climb- 
ing hills in an automobile is merely 
a matter of changing gears and 
‘“‘steppin’ on it.’”’ 

What they don’t know is that 
every engine has its best speed—a 
certain peak in its range where it 


—so that when they do mesh the 
lever falls in. That is the secret. 
What might be a successful climb 
can be spoiled by a clumsy change 
of gears. Every second of time is 


very important if the grade is steep 
and the car is losing headway. 

If you wish ‘o be an expert in 
hill climbing you must practice. 

It is not an uncommon sight to 
see a driver fail at his first attempt 
in going over the top, while at his 
second attempt the grade is easily 
made. But it is the driver’s fault— 
not that of the car. 

Better practice now because 
sooner or later you will want to 
make a tour to the West coast, and 
then you’ll discover that what the 
natives call hills out there are the 
highest mountains that you ever 
saw. '

DOMESTIC RUBBER 
IS MADE IN TEXAS 


Factory Has Already Reached 
an Output of One Ton 
a Day. 


Marathon, Tex., Jan. 1! (By A. 
| P. ).—In this little southwest Texas | 
town domestic rubber is manufac- 


\tured from the guay ule plant, which 
| grows wild all over this section. A 
factory, under the spur of high rub- 
ber prices, has reached an output 
of a ton a day. 

The guayule is a shrub, three to 
five feet high, and resembles sage 
brush. Beneath its outer bark is a 
sap, known as latax, from which the 
rubber is made. 

The shrub is put up in bales, like 
hay and the sap is pressed out ina 
machine called a pebble mill. About 
30,000 gallons of water, supplied by 
wells, is required to produce a ton 
of rubber. The plant is gathered, 
root and all, and brings about $40 
a ton at the factory here. 

The finished product comes from 
the presses in sheets about three 
inches thick, 30 inches long and 15 
inches wide.

This is a year of particular inter- 
est in motor car body styles. Per- 
haps for the first time automobile 
bodies are receiving the attention 
they deserve. As/a matter of fact, 
the development of the. motor car 
in America is marked more defin- 
itely by successive and progressive 
body styles than by engineering 
changes. 

The ‘90s saw no body vies, as 
such. The big idea then was to 
build anything which would run. 
Even the first half of the first dec- 
ade of this century saw no distinc- 
tive American styles. European 
practice largely predominated.

BUSES ALSO AFFECTED 


Akron, Ohio; Jan. 16.—Tire 
manufacturers here report that 
with the beginning of the new year 
practically all automobile makers 
are using balloon tires as original 
equipment. Some manufacturers 
make balloon tires optional with 
the purchaser, but a great many do 
not even provide for the sale of 
cars equipped with high-pressure 
tires, they say. 

Comfort to the passengers, sav- 
ing on the car and greater contact 
with the road, which means better 
traction, better braking facilities 
and greater safety have popularized 
the balloon tire within less than 
three.years, according to tire men. 
A large portion of tire manufac- 
turers’ business is given over to the 
production of balloon tires, al- 
though there still is large sale of 
high-pressure tires, particularly for 
replacement on cars that have been 
out of the factory for some time. 

The bus and truck tire depart- 
ments of the big rubber factories 
are growing steadily in response to 
the nation-wide development of 
highway transportation in connec- 
tion with both freight and passen- 
ger car business.. A big increase in 
the number of buses and trucks 
in operation was seen in the past 
year, while a similar development 
is forecast for 1926.

PARIS. 
VERYBODY who reads the cable 
dispatches from Europe already 
knows what a hullabaloo was 
raised in Greece the other day when its 
proud citizens learned that a* famous 
Paris beauty, Mona Paiva, had danced in 
the Parthenon under conditions which 
they considered an-eutsageous profana- 
tion of the ruined temple they hold in 
such deep reverence. 

According to the reports that stirred 
the indignation of the Greeks, Mlle. 
Paiva had begun her dance in the ruins 
which form the crowning glory of ‘the 
Acropolis with only a few of the 
gauziest veils draped about her lovely 
figure.’ One by one, as Paiva’s nimble 
feet wove their way though the 
rhythmic measures these veils were dis- 
carded until finally at the very climax 
of the dance the last veil was dropped 
and she pirouetted about quite as un- 
clothed as some of the Parthenon’s fa- 
mous marbles. 

Under screaming headlines the news- 
papers of Athens denounced the dance 
as a desecration of an almost holy place. 
“The classic precincts of the Parthenon 
have been profaned by a nude woman,” 
they said, “a dancer who brazenly 
dropped her diaphanous draperies and 
shamelessly cavorted under the great 
peristyle of the immortal Phidias.” 

The populace was aroused as it had 

not been since the close of the great 
war. Crowds thronged the streets to 
listen to speakers voice fiery demands 
that France be compelled to offer suit- 
able reparation for this “insult” to 
Grecian honor. 
- One of these impassioned descendants 
of ‘Demosthenes declared that Paiva’s 
action was a worse outrage than the 
bombardment of Athens by the Turks. 
It was worse, he insisted, than what 
the English had done a century ago 
when they robbed the Parthenon of its 
wonderful frieze and carried the stat- 
uary off to the ‘British museum in 
London. 

When the news of what Mona Paiva 
was charged with doing reached Paris 
it caused almost as great amazement 
here as it had indignation in Greece. 
Of all the many stage beauties she is 
almost the last one anybody would have 
suspected of being the heroine of such 
a sensational escapade and gaining for 
herself and her nation the denunciation 
of a sister nation. 

Mona Paiva had always been such a 
demure little creature. She had worked 
her way to the proud position of first 
ballerina of the Opera Comique through 
sheer genius, charm of personality 
_ and tireless energy. Never before had 
she been known to seek notoriety 
through displays of nudity or any of 
the other methods to which so many 
stars resort. | 
_“ It seemed almost incredible to her

to believe it when the ballerina returned 
home and calmly confessed that she was 
guilty—g uilty 
just as charged. 

And then Paris ec 
got a bigger@iees 
shock of amaze- 
ment than it had 
received when news of the incident first 
arrived. It came from the.story Mona 
Paiva told in explanation of the dance 
which 80 scandalized Greece and 
threatened for a time to involve diplo- 
matic complications with France. 

This story of hers has Paris guessing. 
The usually all-wise city can not decide 
whether it ought to chuckle over the 
dancer’s audacity in telling such a yarn 
or to take it for the truth she says it 
is and shed a tear of sympathy for the 
self-sacrifice she underwent in doing 
that now world-famous dance. 

Mona Paiva had gone to Greece for a 
vacation. It was the first one she had 
taken since three years ago when she 


‘began to become the idol of those Pari- 


sians who are fond of the “‘ballets diver- 
tissements” which are sandwiched into 
their comic operas. 

Having long wanted to visit Greece, 
she set out for Athens, accompanied by 
her friend; Mlle. Dellys. The latter is 
an enthusiastic amateur photographer 
and she was eager to make pictures of 
Paiva, dressed in the flowing draperies 
ofthe classical dancer and posed in the 
Parthenon and other historical ruins. 

On ‘her first visit to the Parthenon 
Mona Paiva was fascinated by the clas- 
sic charm of the place and the magnifi- 
eent panorama of Athens at her feet. 
She met the curator of the Parthenon 
and gained his permission to visit the 
place every day between 12 and 2 when 
she could better admire the immortal 
monuments of ancient Greece and have 
an opportunity to pose in her dancing 
costume before Mile. Dellys’ camera. In 
those hours’the general public is not 
admitted to the Acropolis. The gates 
are closed. 


So far, so good. 
the plot thickens. 

Mona, according to the story she tells, 
had the misfortune to attract the atten- 
tion of an Athenian who proposed to 
her and wanted to marry her on the 
spot. This needed reflection, especially 
since Mona was in love with a perfectly 
good Frenchman of letters who intend- 
ed leading her to the Trinity altar im- 
mediately on her return to Paris. _ 

In some manner this Parisian, who 
writes under the pseudonym of Max De- 
lange, got wind of the assiduities of his 
Grecian rival. Without a moment’s hes- 
itation he dropped his pen and went 
forth to find and chastise the obdurate 
gentleman from Athens. The affair 
was quickly settled, as such things are 
settled between gentlemen. 
lange and Demetrios Papakakopoulos 


agreed to meet upon the field of honor, 
in this case the very spot where 2,000 
years ago’ Phryneos and Aristagoras 
met for the first time.

HE genera] assembly of the State of 

Rhode Island may be asked at its next 

session to pass laws making ‘‘marriage 
yacations’’ compulsory when husbands and 
Wives do not get along wel! together. 
- The proposed statutes would require quar- 
-seling love mates to take a vacation from each 
other while a court of domestic relations in- 
vestigated the causes of the trouble between 
them and sought out some way of removing 
them and bringing the couple together-again 
in‘marital harmony. Under this new arrange- 
“Thent ho one would be allowed to apply for 
divorce until after a marriage vacation had 
“peen taken and the specially constituted cour 
had found it impossible to bring about a rec- 
oncillation. 

This is the’ novel plan advocated by ihe 
Rey. Frederick B. Cole, former State senator 
and secretary of Rhode Island’s recently ap- 
pointed commission on marriage and divorce. 
He believes it to be a certain solution of the 
divorce problem, the surest way of checking 
the rising tide of divorce that 
is 60 alarming to many thought- 
ful and right-minded citizens.

mental vein. But the fact remains ‘that hu- 
man-.nature is human nature. A vein of irri- 
tation often covers an abiding love. Give that 
irritation a chance to wear off by separating 
the couple for a -while,.and that love will 
show itself again. 

“If you look at tabular records of causes 
of divorces in this State, you will find ‘non- 
support’ heads the list. But these statistics 
are misleading. Many divorces asked on the 
ground of -nonsupport really owe their ori- 
gin to the fact that the man and wife have 
srown weary of each other. ‘Absence makes 
the heart grow forider’ is not a proverb to be 
sneezed at. 

“When I say that two-thirds of the divorce 
cases today are neurasthenic in origin, I am 
not. talking inadvisedly. Nervousness is a 
common attribute of those who are not satis- 
fied with their life and’ who desire a change. 
Give these people a chance to get a change 
of environment and kgep probation officers 
on their track, to see that they do not take 
advantage of their temporary freedom from 
domestic worries and you will solve thejr 
problems and make divorce unnecessary 

“The number of divorce cases in Rhode 
Island and throughout the nation is becoming 
appalling. In 30 years these cases have. in- 
creased 130 per cent in Rhode Island. And 
yet, the whole question is a social one, rather 
than a legal one. 

‘Instead of placing divorce cases in the 
hands of two lawyers and a judge, I would 


place them: where they belong—in the hands 


of the principals themselves, with the courts 
and probation officers also figuring in some- 
thing ‘as vital to the children toncerned as 
even the cause of education.”

asks the Rhode Island general. assembly for 
laws making marriage vacations compulsory 
when husbands and wives disagree, the action 
will be the direct result of the scandal which 
recently shocked the State through the dis- 
covery of a ‘‘divorce mill’’ that supplied di- 
vorces to residents and nonresidents like so 
much merchandise. 

Two of the Rhode Isiand attorneys coucern- 
ed in the operation of the ‘mill’? are now 
serving penitentiary terms. The genera] as- 
sembly, greatly disturbed to discover how the 
State’s laws were being defied by unscrupulous 
lawyers and divorce seekers, promptly created 
the commission on marriage and divorce, 
which is now studying the divorce problem 
from all angles and which may decide that 
the best way to solve it is through compul- 
sory ‘‘marriage vacations’’ under the direction 
of a court. 

The plan proposed by the Rev. Mr. Cole is 
stirring widespread interest in Rhode Island, 
as indeed it is wherever it becomes known. 
For reasons which he thinks quite obvious, 
the lawyers of the State are almost unanimous 
in their opposition to it. But many leading 
churchmen and prominent members of wom- 
en’s civic organizations think the plan well 
worth trying. Although some of them thint 
it may not do all that the Rev.,Mr.Cole claims 
it will, they are convinced it is a step in the 
right direction. 

‘Any move,’’ says the Rev. 
pastor of the Church of the Epiphany, in

Providence, ‘“‘that will put a statute on the 
law books of the State that will tend to re- 
duce the alarming number of divorce cases, 
would be a valuable contribution to the public 
good. 

“Of course, there is a wide difference be- 
tween the rules of my church, the Episcopal 
denomination, and the laws 
of the State. The church 
does not recognize the many 
causes for divorce recog- 
nized by the State. It would 
seem that such a statute as 
Senator Cole proposes 
would, for once, bring my 
church and the State nearer 
together.’’ 

‘A cooling off plan, such 
as Senator. Cole suggests, 
vould be a good thing,’’ 
says Mrs. Jerome Fitts, 
prominent member of the 
Rhode Island branch of the 
United League of Women 
Voters. ‘“‘Many divorces re- 
sult from  spur-of-the-mo- 
ment action, and if many 
couples were given oppor- 
tunity to cool off and aided 
in seeing things again in 
their true light, there would 
be far fewer divorces.’’ 

The ‘‘marriage vacation’’ 
plan which the Rev. Mr. 

Cole would have the law 

make compulsory when 

trouble arises between hus- 

band and wife is one which 

many husbands and wives 

have already given a prac- 

tical trial, both when there 

was not the slightest hint of 

a possible.quarrel between them and also after 
there began to be friction. : 

Several years ago the idea began to gain 
ground that one of the chief causes of matri- 
monial difficulities is the fact that husbands 
and wives see altogether too much of each 
other. It was urged that they would be in- 
finitely happier if they took frequent marri- 
age vacations—-went apart at more or !ess 
regular and frequent intervals and led quite 
separate lives for a time. 

This, it was argued, would reduce the like- 
lihood of once devoted lovers becoming bored 
with each other, as they so often do when they 
are compelled to live continually under the 
same roof and to share their breakfasts and 
dinners together day after day. 


Absence was counted on to make the hearts 
grow fonder and after theze periodical vaca- 
tions husbands and wives were expected to 
be able to resume life together with almost if 
not quite the Seth yetnem of their honeymoon 
days. 

Since this idea began to receive widespread 
acceptagee @ great many lovers have entered 
info marriage with the distinct understanding 
that vacations from‘each other should be a 
part of their scheme of life. Other men and 
women, alreddy married when the idea came 
into vogue, eagerly adopted it in the hope of

In Switzerland, when I was ‘a child, | 
used to run away from my nurse while we 
were at Berne, to sneak into the little old 
museum there—and stand peering solemnly 
at just one exhibit. 

It was not a very beautiful or impressive- 
looking object that I used to spend hours 
staring at. But, such as it was, I used to 
have to remind myself that I was a man- 
child and that only babies are supposed to 
cry. For always a lump used to rise in my 
throat. as I looked—and a silly mist crept 
across my eyes. 

The thing that stirred me in that queer 
feeling was a huge stuffed brownish dog- 
slightly moth eaten, as I remember it——but to 
me wondrous to look upon.

“BARRY.” 

My father had told me his story. So had 
the monks at the bleak old quaint hospice or 
religious rest house of the great St. Bernard 
pass, between Italy and Switzerland. Many 
a time since then have I read the tale. But 
it will bear retelling; even as will any story 
of clean courage and self-sacrifice. Here 
it is: 

In former days, before tunnels or even good 
roads made easy the mountainous trip ‘from 
Italy to Switzerland or back, travelers were 
used to traveling on foot over the rough 
passes of the Alps. Many a traveler was lost 
in the snow or frozen. It was a perilous jour- 
ney as well as difficult. 

About 800 years ago, a monk, known 26 
“St. Bernard of Menthon,’’ headed a religious 
movement to build a rest house at the tough- 
est point of the pass where travelers might 
stop during their journey and where food 
and shelter were ever at the disposal of lost 
or worn-out: wanderers. 

A band of Augustine monks lived here and 
devoted much of their lives to the helping 
of Alpine wanderers. They used to go out 
on snowy bights or in the cold to seek lost 
travelers. 

They did more. Realizing that a dog can 
see and hear and smell far more acutely in 
the darkness than can any human, they be- 
gan to breed a race of shaggy and big and 
powerful dogs, to help them on _ these 
searches. 

lt was thus that our present-day St. Ber- 
nard dog originated. Th@ St. Bernard you 
see at dog shows is larger and sleeker and of 
more refined appearance than the shaggy, 
yellow dogs trained by the monks but he js 
‘the same general breed. 

These great dogs were taught to hunt 
through the blackest and coldest night and 
through the wildest blizzard, ever seeking 
some unlucky pedestrian who might have 
strayed from the path or might have been 
overcome by cold and snow. The dogs were 
trained not only to find such unfortunates. 
put to dig them out of drifts and to pilot them 
to the rest house. 

Around the dogs’ necks were hung food and

Speaking of his grief afterwards in a pri- 
vate communication he wrote: ‘‘When I be- 
came more calm and collected, I applied my- 
self, by way of occupation to the finishing of 
my work (The History of New York). I 
brought it to a close as well as I could, and 
published it; but the time and circumstances 
in which it was produced, rendered me al- 
ways unable to look upon it with satisfac- 
tion.’’ 

To another correspondent in later years 
he recounted the sad story of his lost love 
and wrote: ‘“‘You wonder why I am not mar- 
ried.

Some Foolish Frogs. 


{t appears that we 
humans are not 
alone in yielding to 
the temptation to 


violate the rules laid 


down by Mother 
Nature. To be sure, 
there are no night 
clubs nor jazz pal- 
aces for the little 
»eople of the Green 
‘orest and the 
Green Meadows. 
Nevertheless, there 
are those among 
them who refuse to 
zo to bed and to 
sleep at the proper 
lime. Why, no one 
knows. This report 
has just reached me.: 

“On December 26, while fishing thesegh 
the ice in a lake in Somerset county, Maine, I 
caught a pickerel about 22 inches long, and 
in it found a good-sized specimen of the com- 
mon green frog. Apparently it had not been 
swallowed very long. As I supposed that 
frogs went into the mud before severe weather 
set in, I could not account for the presence 
of this one in the fish. How did this pickerel 
get this frog? Possibly this is not at all a 
rare occurrence, but in 25 years of ice fish- 
ing I have never before found a frog in a 
pickerel’s stomach.”’ 

The answer is that here was a frog who ap- 
parently could not give up the white lights, or 
what may correspond to these, in the watery 
depths. In other words, this frog probably 
had established himself close to a spring and 
would have spent the winter in somewhat 
sluggish activity. right there, instead of sleep- 
ing the winter away as a right-minded frog 
should. I can well understand the surprise of 
the fisherman when he opened that pickerel, 
but it is probable that frogs in winter are 
more commé@n than generally realized. Dr. 
Francis Harper, of the Boston Museum of 
Natural History, reports having seen pickere] 
frogs all winter in a spring near his home 
in Massachusetts. On New Year’s day there 
was also a leopard frog there. While slug- 
gish, they are far from being torpid, as is 
the condition of a hibernating animal. They 
hide under stones and bricks in the spring 
and occasionally come out. The victim of the 
pickere] probably was living in a warm spring 
hole in the lake and became a bit careless. 

One of the joys of winter is the fascinating 
certainty that sooner or later you will en- 
counter the unexpected. Years ago, on the 
seventh day of January; beside a snowbank, 
I picked a spray of exquisite arbutus. It was 
nearly ten weeks ahead of its season in that 
locality. Why did that one plant choose to 
be so entirely unarbutus like? There were 
many other plants surrounding it, growing un- 
der precisely the same conditions, with pre- 
cisely the same exposure, and not one of them 
showed the least tendency to force the season. 

I already have reported mocking birds win- 
tering in Connecticut and Massachusetts. Now 
comes the report of one wintering in Water- 
ville, Maine, and another in Penacock, N. H.

health and thoroughly capable of flight. Why 
has it chosen to-remain mateless and pecu- 
liarly alone? 

The Flivver Chaser. 

The more one knows of animals the -less 
is one inclined to lay down any fixed rule 
governing their actions. The idea that any 
species will or will not do thus or so under 
certain. conditions was long since exploded. 
The unexpected and the unexplainable con- 
tinually confront the nature student. The 
following letter was sent me with a request 
for an explanation: 

“You say that exact observation is the most 
difficult thing in the world, but I wish to re- 
late an exact observation which may interest 
you and is truthful in every respect. While 
spending’the summer on Silver lake near 
Sharon, Conn., some few years ago my sister 
and I were sitting on the porch of our cottage. 
We saw a filvver passing at moderate speed, 
pessibly 18 miles an hour. Directly behind, or 
under the differential, was a rabbit with ears 
laid back and apparently racing with the car. 
I called my husband’s attention and he got 
up on the stonewall for a better view. All 
three of us watched the rabbit and the car for 
a distance of some 300 feet, when they dis- 
appeared around a bend in the road. How 
do you account for this funny incident?”’ 

“I don’t account for it. Why a rabbit should 
choose to be paced on a dusty road by an ill- 
smelling motor car is beyond the range of 
even theory. All I can say is that that was 
distinctly an original rabbit. Perhaps it was 
pretending to be a coach dog. 


The Winter Feeding Station. 


A small boy wants to make a food tray for 
the birds and asks how wide it shall be and 
if he shall have a top for it. This matter of 
feeding stations for birds appears to trouble 
many, to judge by the letters I receive. It 
doesn’t make a whole lot of difference what 
the details of your feeding station may be. 
The main thing is to have a feeding station 
and keep the food where the birds can get it. 
It is well to bear in mind that birds are natu- 
rally suspicious of anything which may ap- 
pear in the nature'of a trap. For this rea- 
son, if you have a roof over your feeding sta- 
tion, it is best to have three sides open. Some 
successful feeding stations are made with 
glass on two sides and one side open. 

But, as I said before, the form of the sta- 
tion matters less than the keeping of a food 
supply available. The width of the shelf, if 
you have a feeding shelf, is immaterial. A 
shelf of any width with a strip around the 
edge to keep the seeds from being knocked 
or blown off is all that is needed. Not even this 
is necessary. Two ordinary outside window 
sills with a lath tacked along the outer edge 
of each are well patronized feeding stations at 
my home, 

For ground feeding birds tread the snow 
down hard and scatter your grain and seeds 
and crumbs on this. it is better than shovel- 
ing the snow away. Suet fastened to the least 
exposed side of a tree furnishes a food supply 
in all weathers, excepting in the case of an 
ice storm. 

I am continually asked what can be done 
to keep away the English sparrows and star- 
lings. The starlings do not bother me. It

appears that the starling is so useful] that he 
really is of greater benefit than some of our 
native birds which we take greater delight in. 
I rather like him myself. Barring the moek- 
ing bird and the cat bird, I know of no better 
mimic than this importation from across the 
water. ' 

' For the English sparrow I can not say 4s 
much. If he has any place in this country, 
and I do not concede that he has, it is the 
heart of the city where there are no other 
birds. There is only one way in which to gét 
rid of this pest if it is driving off other birds. 
This is to remove it. It is surprising how quick- 
ly these sparrows will] learn that certain places 
ure taboo. There are many of these sparrows 
in'the immediate vicinity of my home, but 
rarely does one venture on my home grounds. 
Occasionally [ find people who object to a 
word being said against these birds. I love 
birds. If there were no other and better 
birds I might love the English sparrow. But, 
out of the knowledge of long experience, “I 
know for a certainty that IJ could not have the 
native birds which now flock abcut my home 
did I not keep the little European bully at a 
distance.

She wants to know if the fact that her house 
is heated by hot air makes a difference. She 
says she cleans their bowl and feeds them 
every day. 

The hot air makes no difference, Mrs. Stgat- 
ton. The trouble ptobably lies in your deily 
cleaning of the bowl and feeding of the fish. 
You kill your pets by kindness. It ig an easy 
matter to overfeed goldfish and this usually 
proves fatal in a short time. It is safe to 
say that more are killed by overfeeding than 
by underfeeding. It is not necessary to change 
the water and clean the bowl every day. The 
less often the fish are so disturbed the better. 
I would not advise doing this oftener t 
once a week and perhaps not as often as that. 
You can tell by the actions of your fish wheth- 
er they need fresh water.

The Celebrated Gypsy Violinist and 
“Man of Many Loves”

ANY times I have lived once 

again through that night of 

tragedy. Many times have | 
looked again, in memory, upon that 
astounding scene in the opera house in 
Berlin—my little bride beside me in the 
box—the glorious Olga on the light- 
drenched stage. Then a flash—a cry— 
and the beloved singer Iving there des- 
perately wounded while hysteria broke 
loose all about us. 

It is a miracle how poor little Juanita 
escaped—but escape she did, to Paris. 
And as I again recall the tragedy I re- 
member how Berlin outdid itself in 
sympathy and kindness for the injured 
prima donna. As soon as a famous sur- 
geon had pronounced her not fatally 
wounded she was taken, not to a hos- 
pital, but to the home of one of Ger- 
many’s most distinguished princes. At 
‘-his:command all the luxuries of his 
magnificent establishment were placed 
at her disposal. 

During her convalescence I went each 
day to carry flowers to the beautiful 
queen of opera, and each day I was 
more taken with the wonder of her, 
both as artist and woman. 


She was a magnificent Juno, subtly 
brunette, with great swimming pools of 
eyes and a figure of melting curves. 
Olga was a woman of extraordinary 
strength of body and mind. As I sat 
and wetched her convalesce I often 
imagined how those long, supple fingers 
of hers might some time close about the 
neck of the man who loved her while 
she choked him into oblivion—a sacri- 

' fice to the art which she loved more 
dearly than all. Then I pictured her 
upright in a blazing chariot, leading 
fierce Amazons, while steel flashed and 
the battle song was lifted high. Olga 
was, in women, an entirely new expe- 
rience for me, and I soon found myselt 
growing fond of her in a way I had 
never been before. < 


In. the beginning I had no more idea 
of: love for Olga than I might have for 
some superb python quite out of reach 
behind thick plate glass in the zoo. My 
feeling was merely the ardent admira- 
tien which one artist feels for another 
whose music has melted his heart. | 
had kissed Olga frequently before my 
wife did what she did. The kisses I had 
given her—those kisses that had fired my 
wife’s murderous jealousy—were only 
artistic salutes. No woman who really 
understood an artist’s heart could possi- 
bly have mistaken them for anything 
else. But Juanita loved me—and to 
Juanita there was only one explanation 
for.a kiss, though I tried industriously 
to tell her otherwise. 

Still, loving Olga’s music as I did, I in 
no fashion loved Olga. But when I 
came to see her, bringing my flowers, 
each day of that fortnight, I quickly 
knew that she was considering me as a 
possibly interesting husband. And the 
idea was not at all displeasing to me. 
In fact, the power and charm of Olga 
were co irresistible that men seldom 
opposed her in anything. So it happened 
that two years after tne affair at the 
opera I was divorced from Juanita and 
married my Kussian beauty. 

For a time with Olga there passed 
trom me the haunting sense, half pain, 
half sweetness, which had seldom left 
me since I departed that dim morning 
imItaly from my wife, Princess Chimay. 
For a time Olga filled my life with her 
oyerflowingness. We traveled, for it was 
summer. I watched her against the 

magnificent background of the Swiss 

Alps and thought of her as being as en- 
uring and insuperable as Mont Blanc. 
rom Switzerland to the Riviera and 

thence by sea to Norway, and then to 
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neyed, and still her wanderlust was un- 
satisfied. The season was approaching 
for my concerts and her opera. At last 
one evening in Scotland as we were re- 
turning to our inn from a visit to the 
home of Sir Walter Scott I gently sug- 
gested that we both were artists and 
the time was near to think of art. 

‘‘Pouff—”’ she flung back at me. “I 
like you, little one, and want to roam 
the world—all—all the world. I get 
breaths for my art. I feel—I see—lI in- 
quire, and the next year or the year 
after I shall return to opera a greater 
singer than ever. Now I must travel 
more—to give my _ spirit back its 
suppleness.” 

But I was weary of the open road,, 
gypsy though I was. And at last I 
reached the time when I was able to 
escape a little from her overwhelming- 
ness. I could draw aside from her and 
look upon my lady of the great moods in 
proper perspective. And I suppose I 
must explain that something else was in 
my heart just then. I had already been 
married four.times, but never had a 
child been born to me that lived.. Poor 
little Marishka, gvpsy wife of my youth, 
had presented me with a son, who died 
almost at birth. The princess had never 
been mother to a child of mine; little 
Juanita was scarcely my bride when we 
separated. I thought of all this as my 
new bride guided me all over Europe. 
I longed for a settled home and a fire- 
side and a wife who should be mother 
to my children. 

Probably some who read this may 
smile, that the wandering gypsy violin- 
ist, the hero of so manv romantic esca- 
pades, should confess to a vearning for 
the settled domesticities. But most men, 
I feel, no matter how they may have 
lived, come sconer or later to such long- 
ings as these. I thought what wonder- 
ful sons and daughters a wife like Olga 
could give the world—what veritable 
children of beauty and music they would 
be—how they wousd gladden our old 
age with their melodies. But as /] 
thought these things for a long time I 
dared not speak to her for fear her 
scorn should shatter my dreams. At 
length I found words. At length I whis- 
pered to her my wishes one night when 
the shadows lay long about the edges 
of Lake Lomond. And when I had fin- 
ished talking so earnestly she reached 
over one of her soft and able hands and 
patted my knee. 

“Bless the boy,” she said to me, and 
laughed softly. That was all, and I 
didn’t care to goon. Those three words 
said to me that she just smiled at my 
ingenuousness, and would not even 
argue the matter. Magnificent Olga, 
three inches taller than her husband, 
felt for me—for Rigo—as I had felt for 
little Juanita. To her I was something 
childish, to be laughed at—just a hu- 
man plaything. Never had wife of mine 
felt for me like that before. 

This was only the petty prelude to 
things big and dramatic. Just a little 
while ago, Rudolph Valentino issued 
his ultimatum to his wife, via the news- 
papers. She must choose between be- 
ing a wife, or following a “career.” 
Well, times have changed, but human 
nature is still as in the beginning and 
the heart of the true artist considers 
neither home nor children, when the 
great madness, art, is calling. In my 
innocence, then, I never realized that 
art may call woman even as she calls 
man, but I learned—TI learned, 

I’ve already told of the defiant hours 


of my triumph after I had left Princess 


Chimay, when my music melted out to 
waiting thousands, spangled with a 
feeling which only pain had put there. 
And of how, when I knew what suffer- 
ing had done for my art, I was glad | 
had suffered; glad I had cast aside this 
gorgeous wife of my heart, so that mu- 
sic could benefit from the sacrifice. And 
—in those moments—I completely for-

got how much I| had loved the Princess. 

I know such terrible triumphs tempt 
women, too. I often saw Olga when 
she felt art’s glow and urge—when she 
looked over my head at? invisible stars 
and never saw me. In some of her 
fierce, savage moments of the great 
artist, this Russian beauty would cheer- 
fully have murdered me, could her mu- 
sic have benefited from my sacrifice. 
And, vet, knowing all this, I persisted in 
the hope that some day I could make 
this Juno put art in a secondary ‘place 
in her life and give me the things | 
craved more every day. 

Months passed. Olga’s wanderlust 
had passed. We were in Paris at the 
same hotel where I had always stayed 
when Princess Chimay was my wife. 
My Russian Olga was deep in rehear- 
sals and for the first time, almost two 
years after our marriage, I discovered 
the woman she was when she threw 
herself heart and soul into her work. 
The evening before she completed ar- 
rangements with her manager, we had 
taken our dinner en famille, in the soft 
green drawing room of our suite. The 
little blonde daughter of a Russian tra- 
gedian had strayed to our rooms that 
afternoon and had instinctively found 
her way into Olga’s lap, where she was 
sumptuously cuddled. The sight of 
that child cuddled in my wife’s lap 
stirred in me ‘the old longings. The 
wish that she was a daughter of mine— 
of Olga’s and mine—surged over me so 
strongly that at dinner I started to 
tell my wife again how hungry my 
heart was.

And as 
I had always done before in the crises 
of my life, I went home to my own peo- 
ple.

S motion picture magnate and theater 

» Owner, tell you his life story is akin to 

“the first thrill of youth in reading one 
of Horatio Alger’s tales of a poor bovy’s strug- 
gle fer success. Where the author would 
have begun with “Tony, the Bootblack,’’. we 
could well begin our narrative with ‘“‘Marcus, 
the Newsboy.’’ And as there are about as 
many newsboys as bootblacks in the world, 
we caW'well start at scratch, At that I feel 
that Ivhave the edge as my narrative is based 
on fact while Alger’s heroes are pure fiction. 

When “Yarcus Loew was first asked if he 
would® reveal his life’s story and struggles 
for success, stripped of all press-agentry em- 
bellishments, he replied that he would really 
like to read the truth about himself as he 
was rather tiréd of being shocked daily 
through reading reports that he had pur- 
chased this or that property or that he was 
reconstructing picture policies. abroad, when 
as a matter of fact that reading was the 
first knowledge he had had of the deal. 

We were invited to spend the day with 
him at his estate, ‘‘Pembroke,.”’ Glen Cove, 
Long Island, the invitation including that we 
would be permitted to ask him anything ex- 
cept the number of theaters he controlled. 
for he-did not know that himself. It was 
arranged to meet him at his office and, un- 
prepared, we entered to receive our first 
shock, similar to that one receives when a 
nervous motorman gives his trolley a jerky 
and bumpy stop following a smooth roll for 
4H’ mifle or so. Everyone forms mental pic- 
tures of those they read about. As millions 
of, others I had read of Marcus Loew ac-

A rather important executive [| should 
judge by his manner and business at hand 
brought the word that a group of men, who 

had recently built a theater were quite 
anxious to have Mr. Loew look it over with 

a possibility of having him add it to its cir- 
euit. Before the executive had had time to 
explain, Marcus Loew gave his answer, which 
hy the way was negative, explaining that he 
had been over the ground long before and 
did not think it would be a valuable addi- 
‘T$on at that time. The executive had barely 
¢lesed the door when another. and I presume 
of lesser importance, entered, and poured 
fourth his minor though just as important 
réquest. The request was of a nature far 
different from the first. but I noticed he re- 
@ived the same attention as the first and 
quite as thorough a reply. His guests in the 
half hour I waited for him ranged from 
producers, general managers, theater. owners 
and‘auditors, but they all received the same 
courteous reception.

came before him were not backward about

We taxied to the pier of the New York 
Yacht club, Twenty-sixth street at the East 
river, where Marcus Loew’s yacht ‘‘Caroline”’ 
awaited us.

You 
can have a great swim this afternoon. boy, in 
fact, anythivg you want down here.’’ This line 
of conversation only ended for a time when 
we finally stepped on the yacht ‘‘Caroline.”’ 
When we were comfortably seated we asked 
how he came to christen the boat ‘‘Caroline.” 

“Why. after my wife, of course.’ he re- 
plied, rather surprised that we did not know 
just who any husband’s boat should be named 
after. ‘“‘Funny thing about that, too,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘The first day Mrs. Loew and myself 
had the boat we ran through a squall, and 
she swore she’d never ride on it again. The 
next morning when I went down to our pier 
they reported to me that Mrs. Loew and a 
party of friends had been out in it an hour 
or two and didn’t leave word when she would 
return,.”’ 

At lunch. in the boat’s snug saloon, where 
ten to twelve can be seated quite comfortably. 
we thought we had better get to our subject 
at hand, to ascertain the true feelings of a 
Horatio Alger fictional character once he had 
attained the success he had worked so hard 
for. But Mr. Loew questioned us. 

“Well, how do you like it?” 

“Just what we came to ask you, Mr. Loew. 
This must be all so different to anything vou 
had expected in your youth, we thought it 
might make very interesting.reading just 
what you thought about it-all, and if it was 
what gsou had dreamed of and expected?” 

“Dreamed of and expected,’ he laughed. 
“Why say, young fellow, I never dreamed 
that there was this much money in the world, 
and to say I expected it would be rank ‘lying. 
There have been times that I thought all this 
sort of thing was purely fictienal, or that it 
Was not meant for my lot.” 

The ‘‘Caroline”’’ slipped away from her 
moorings and we were chugging along mer- 
rily, dipping gracefully out and into sunbeam 
and long shadows as suddenly” given and 
withdrawn by the skyscrapers towering over 
the river front.

I do believe, 
however, that many are miscast in life and, 
not Knowing or believing this, allow them- 
selves to be swept away until it is too late. 

“Come to think of it, had I not set about 
to recast early in youth, we might not be 
riding on this boat now. You want my story 
straight, so you’ll have it just that way.

‘iF a kid my greateset ambition in life 

was to be a waiter—that is, of the head- 
waiter variety. In those days you must re- 
call that Volstead had not been heard of—at 
least not nationally, as he is today-——and my 
greatest thrill was the blaze and glory of the 
large cafes. Of course I did not drink. I was 
really voung, but the very brilliance of those 
scenes spelled success to me. I felt if I could 
secure a position as head waiter in one of 
those cafes I would be ‘made.’ I started as a 
bus boy, but fortunately for me I was short. 
a few unsteady customers did not notice me 
as [ passed them with a load of dishes and ] 
landed bodily in the street. You might say 
that I was only a kid and that all kids 
have queer ambitions, to be conductors, po- 
licemen, but nevertheless that was an ambi- 
tion, and youthful ambitions well nursed and 
groomed often remain with an individual 
through liife. 

“T recall another instance in my life, had 
[ been successful, would have changed my 
entire career. 1 wanted to be a politician. 
The lower East Side is always seething in 
politics, and I became imbued with the spirit 
of the thing during the late President Cleve- 
land’s run for the Presidency. I had known 
several of the district leaders, and they in 
their anmfety to get out the full vote promised 
me faithfully that should Cleveland win I 
would be appointed a page boy at Albany. 1 
worked like a Trojan. I can recall how 
vividly I dreamed over my future political 
career in my room at night. Politicians were 
mighty to me. Every one greeted them with 
the utmost courtesy, and I wanted to be one 
of them. To make that story—-or career-— 
rather short, Cleveland didn’t win——and need- 
less to say. I didn’t go to Albany. I found it 
rather difficult to find my political friends 
after thui. and I also found that new leaders 
were receiving the courtesies once given to my 
former leaders.”’

What a beautiful sight, and I could 
almost feel the thrill of the man beside me.

YY man. In his office vou would imagine 
he would not waste time answering such 
questions, but here he was quite eager ia 
give his views, emphasizing each point by 
pounding his hand on the tabaret near him.

Climb for Millions as 
a Newsboy and His Indomitable Will Has Sur- 
vived Setback After Setback in Upward Climb 


‘‘Most men make their opportunities in life. 
You give a man a chance, if he feels about 
it that way——he takes hold of the opportunity 
and makes good. Where no one offers you 
that chance or opportunity you have to make 
it yourself. In my own firm I know the ma- 
jority who have made their own opportuni- 
ties. I remember as a kid I felt that if I 
could make myself valuable by doing two or 
three men’s work for my boss I was making 
an opportunity for mvself, and I generally 
discovered that I did just that. Every man 
must have an idea to get by in life. If that 
idea is a sound and practical one and he can 
sell it first to himself, then he can sell it to 
some one else and he has made an oppor- 
tunity for himself. Lord help the chap who 
waits for some one to offer him this or that 
to make good. He might wait the rest ofehis 
life.

ND now that we had drawn from him the 
4 practical philosophy of a modern busi- 
ness man we set about getting facts bearing 
directly on his theatrical career and must 
present them in a sort of chronological fash- 
ion. Marcus Loew, like Cardinal Richelieu, 
believes that “in the bright lexicon of youth 
—there is no such word as fail.’’ 
If at first you don’t succeed, try, try, again. 
This familiar phrase strikes at the para- 
mount issue in his life, an issue that carried 
him over a sea of defeats in youth to the goal 


* of fame, fortune and influence which he now 


enjoys. ¥ 

Fickle fame did not beckon until every 
measure of defeat had been meted out to the 
little man who now controls the largest chain 
of theaters in the world, as well as the most 
gigantic picture producing company. The 
story of his life should prove most interesting 
to those who, after tasting their first defeat, 
are content to cling to the fringes of semi- 
success forever after. 

Mr. Loew saw the attractions of the theater 
very early and at the tender age of 7 he 
might have been seen almost any Saturday 
night in the gallery of the old National the- 
ater in New York: investing a hard earned 
dime, and applauding along with the rest. | 

A year later he set up in business for him- 
self and sold newspapers, working from sun- 
rise until schoo] time and then after school 
working with his papers until midnight. 

So it went for three summers. When Mr. 
Loew was 9 he left school and, except for 
some lessons with a private tutor, who en- 
riched himself to the extent of $2 a month 
from each pupil, that was all the schooling 
Marcus Loew ever ‘had, or needed. 

His first regular employment was with a 
map printing concern. The pay was 30 cents 
a day. He was there for a véar when the 
spirit of industrial unrest broke loose in the 
place and the boys struck for 40 cents a 
day. They were promptly locked out by the 
proprietor, and Loew, then 10 years old, was 
out of a job. 

He then entered into his partnership in the 
printing business with a lad some years older 
than he. From a little hand press, printing 
visiting cards, the new firm had soon acquired 
a. foot press, and finally started a weekly 
paper of eight pages called the East Side 
Advertiser. 

Loew, a weakly boy and small] for his age, 


“was hardly fit for the slightest physical labor. 


Instead of running the press he was editor, 
copy reader, proofreader, manager, subscrip- 
tion agent, advertising solicitor and writer 
of advertisements. In his spare hours he used 
to write the paper. His partner set up the 
type and ran the press and supplied the neces- 
sary foot power. 

The Advertiser had a surprising success, 
with a circulation that grew steadily to 500 
copies per issue. Loew bustled around among 
the ice cream stores and novelty shops of the 
East Side and cornered enough advertising to 
make the sheet pay well—-sometimes in cash, 
more often in trade. 

Mr. Loew later disposed of his interest in 
the Advertiser and worked in a dry goods 
store for $4 a week. 

» He Pa ” 
HEN he was 12 he went to work in a fac 
tory handling furs and making dress 
trimmings. There was no power in the plant 
and his particular task was to turn the crank 
of a machine for eleven hours a day. In this 
employment Marcus earned $4.50 a week. 
and to this day he insists that he really earned 
Loew’s parents were still living, and 
penny he brought home was needed 


Gradually he worked his way through the 
plant and, because of his inquiring mind, had 
soon learned every trick of the trade. At one 
time he was weaver of dress goods; then ai 
16 he was made chief of the factory’s fur 
department. 

Presently he took the few hundred do]- 
lars he had saved and started in the fur 
business for himself. He was then 18. At 19% 
he failed. tlis debts were $8,000. and his 
stock brought $1,800 after the bankruptcy 
proceedings. Marcus Loew was broke, but not 
beaten. 

Opportunity did not come to Loew in any 
strange or blustering way, but in the course 
of his daily work, once because he had paid 
his debts of plain, old-fashioned honesty, once 
because he had indulged in a piece of plain, 
old-fashioned softness of heart. 

It happened this way. One of the largest 
of his creditors at the time of his failure was 
a fur dealer. The man knew that young 
Loew's business had been more or less ex- 
travagant, and when he drew down three- 
quarters of his account he counted himself 
lucky to come out so well. 

A few months later, when the fur dealer 
was desperately pressed in his turn, Loew 
called on him and told him that he had come 
to pay the balance of his debt. Young Loew 
had a place as a fur salesman, was making 
$100 a week and was paying up the last dol- 
lar of the obligations from Which he had been 
legally released. The creditor thought it was 
like tinding money. The two became fast 
friends and the man never forgot the autcome 
of the affair. 

By the time he was 23 Loew had paid 
his debts and scraped together a few hundred 
dollars tor another start. So he married. 
took his own capital and that of his wife and 
Started at the fur business again. At the ena 
of the first year he Was wiped out. By this 
time, however, be had learned something 
about management, and he was able to meet 
all liabilities and close his accounts with a 
clear conscience and a balance of $7. 

That was the time golf capes were ‘uy 
yogue, and Loew was soon at it again in a 
cape jobbing house. this time with a partner 
named Herman Baher. Then came the hard 
times of 1895--one after another the cape 
houses closed their doors. Only ten of the 
firms survived the storm, and Baher & Loew 
were among™the number. The partnership 
lasted for ten years, and when it came to an 
end Loew was well to do and something of 
a capitalist on his own account. 

It was in 1904 that opportunity came to 
him, guided by the friend he had made at the 
time of his failure. The fur dealer knew 
some out-of-town people who were planning 
to start the penny arcade and Loew was {n- 
vited to become a partner. He knew nothing 
about amusement enterprises at that time.

Los Angeles is as yet tie only city in the 
world to establish the unique office of city 
mother. ‘‘Why not?” they asked. ‘‘We have 
long had city fathers, burgomasters, counsel- 
men, aldermen, judges, why not a elty 
mother?’”’ They chose Mrs. Aletha Gilbert, 
a woman of Jong experience in the ways of 
a city, having served on the police force. 
However, they wisely kept the new office 
semioffcial. 

Los Angeles and all California have been 
quick to appreciate the work that Mrs. Gil- 
bert has been doing. Call there any day and 
even some nights and there will be found 
some fifteen or twenty people waiting their 
turn to enter her inner office. Among them 
will be the learned and the ignorant, some 


middle-aged, some elderly, some young men 
and young women, some children. 

There is no limit to the scope of her serv- 
ice. She assists mothers who have lost con- 
trol over their unruly sons and daughters. 
She takes young people from the juvenile 
court and paves the way for a decent life be- 
fore the stigma of the police court can be at- 
tached. Domestic troubles of almost every 
nature are soothed and solved. Wives who 
are neglected by their husbands for various 
causes come for counsel and help. Hus- 
bands, too, who need counsel in dealing with 
recalcitrant wives come for suggestions, in- 
struction and admonition. Mrs. Gilbert’s of- 
fice has come to be a court of domestic rela- 
tions as well as a force for keeping the boys 
and girls from harm and danger. 

Recently a couple from the Eastern States 
visited California. They had a child a few 
years old with them. The husband had been 
addicted to drinking. In the past he would 
sometimes leave his home for several weeks 
and no one would know of his whereabouts 
Before reaching Los Angeles he had taken a 
‘‘cure’’ and had been doing better. 

However, he soon fell in with bad associates 
in the Southern metropolis. He left his wife 
and child at the hotel with a very limited 
amount of money. When the husband’ did not 
return the wife was frantt®. She was in a 
strange city, among strange people, and alone. 

She was advised to tell the city mother of 
her troubles, which she did. From that of- 
fice detectives were sent out on the case and 
eventually located the husband. In the mean- 
time a position was secured for the wife 
and mother so that she could support her- 
self. The case ended satisfactorily with a 
united family and what is more important 
with precautions taken that would make 4 
recurrence of the trouble difficult, if not im- 
possible. 

Sometimes it is the other way around.

He 
accused her o§ caring more for the bright 
lights than for home and more for dancing 
than for him.

90 or 1908 inches; 63x99 or 108 inches: 66 
x99 or 108 inches. In the sizes for three- 
quarter beds, sheets come 72x99, 108 or 113 
inches; 81x99, 108 or 113 inches. The 81- 
inch sheet is also used for double beds. 
Double-bed sizes are 90x99, 108 or 113 
inches.

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NEW RAYS PIERCE 
SIX FEET OF LEAD: 


Shooting about in space in every direction 
with the terrific speed of light and beating 
constantly against the earth are rays more 
powerful and penetrating than any we ever 
have conceived of. While the ‘‘hafdest’’ X- 
rays that we produce in our hospitals cannot 
go through half an inch of‘ lead, these new 
rays, ori4inating somewhere out in space, will 
go through six feet of lead before they are 
extinguished. 

Such is the description by Dr. Robert An- 
drews Millikan of his amazing new discovery 
announced at the recent conventfon of the 
National Academy of Sciences at Madison,’ 
Wis., and hailed by scientists as rivaling in 
importance the discoveries of the X-ray and 
radium. 

The newly discovered rays, says the Febru- 
ary Popular Science Monthly, are shorter in 
wave length than ultra-violet rays, shorter 


than X-rays or even the gamma rays of ra-*» 


dium. They are the length of one ten-mil- 
lionth of an ordinary light wave, which meas- 
ures about one fifty-thousandth of an inch. 
No one knows where the rays come from. 
They originate somewhere out in space; ap- 
parently when atoms break up or when new 
types of atoms are formed, Dr. Millikan says 
that if we could generate enough energy for 
transmutation of metals—-for example,change 
mercury into gold—that would bring forth 


ea 


the penetrating rays as a by-product. But 
this would take the immense energy of 19,- 
000,000 volts. 

The discovery of the immigrant rays is the 


climax of 20 years of research. For a long 
time scientists have noticed something mys- 
teriously disturbing their electroscopes-—tn- 
struments used to detect free electricity in 
the air. Dr. Millikan, searching for the 
cause, went outside of our higher atmes- 
phere. He sent up delicate featherweight in- 
struments in tiny captive balloons from 
mountain tops in Colorado, many miles above 
the earth’s surface, into regions where man 
could not go. Other instruments were °.#k 
60 feet in snow fed lakes. These experiments 
eliminated certain factors and showed that 
the rays existed. . 

For measuring the electron Dr. Milli 
was awarded the Nobel prize for physics 
1923. His latest achievement crowns &® 
unique record.

Repudiation of States’ Debts 
Charged; Denied by Governors 


The frequently overlooked fact that debts 
totaling moré than $70,000,000 which were 
comtracted by certain Southern States before 
and after the civil war, and which were later 
repudiated, are still unpaid, is the theme of 
an article by Raymond Turner, professor of 
history at Johns Hopkins university, in Jan- 
uary Current History Magazine. Prof. Tur- 
ner quotes as his authority the recent annual 
report of the Corporation of Foreign Bond- 
holders of London, England. This report re- 

— that ‘‘while the United States has de- 

d much attention during the past year to 

a payment of obligations incurred by its 

allies- during the great war, no stelbs have 

been, taken by the defaulting States to 
recognize and pay their debts.’’ 

The story of how these debts came to be 
incurred is now part of American Mfiistory. 
At various times during the nineteenth cen- 
tury, before and after the civil war, a number 
of the Southern States, including Georgia, 
North Carolina, Arkansas, Virginia and Mis- 
sissippi, found themselves in monetary diffi- 
culties. They issued bonds, many of which 
were sold to the British public through Lon- 
don. Afterward many of the bonds were re- 
pudiated on the ground that the officials who 
issned them were ‘‘criminals and not consti- 
tutional representatives.’’ Prof. Turner sees 
the problem as one involving the good name 
of the nation, and urges that some honorable 
solution ‘be found. 


Prof. Turner’s article was sent to the of- 
ficial representatives of the various States in- 
volved, and of the total number communi- 
cated With the following have replied, 
answering Prof. Turner’s charges: Gov. Clif- 
ford M. Walker, of Georgia; Gov. A. W. Mc- 
Lean, of North Carolina; Gov. T. J. Terral, 
of Arkansas, and Second State Auditor Ros- 
well Page, of Virginia, on behalf of Gov. E. 
L.. Trinkle, of that State. 

The replies.are published following the 
article. Gov. Walker writes that the debts 
repudiated in Georgia were contracted in the 
interést of individuals who were criminals; 
the executive adds that ‘the revival of these 
incidents is not and can not be beneficial in 
any way, and I question the wisdom of con- 
tinually washing our dirty linen.” Gov. Me- 
Lean replies by stating in effect that ‘‘no legal 
or moral obligation rested upon the State to 
pay the bonds mentioned,’’ and an answer to 
the same purpose was received from Gov. 
Terral. 

Writing on behalf of Gov. Trinkle, 
ginia, Roswell Page, second auditor 
State, enters an emphatic protest against 
Prof. Turner’s statements as “incorrect and 
contrary to the evidence.’’ Mr. Page asserts 
that Virginia has recognized and met all her 
indebtedness, that the London Council of 
State Bondholders has recognized this fact 
and omitted Virginia from the list of States 
s0 charged, and he concludes with the com- 
ment, “‘the history of Virginia’s public debt is 
one of which sk bat be proud.”’ 
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‘GERMANS BLAME A. E. F. 
FOR DEFEAT IN 1918 


The arrival of the American soidiers in 


France: in 1917-1918 was chiefly responsible 
for the turn of the tide in the world war 
which. brought about Germany’s surrender. 
Such is the conclusion reached by the German 
reichstag investigating committee, which has 
just completed its 5-year inquiry into the 
cause of Germiany’s defeat. The report of 
the investigating committee is explained and 
analyzed by S. Miles Bouton, formerly Asso- 
clated Press correspondent in Germany and 
now Berlin correspondent of the Baltimore 
Sun, “in an article in the January Current 
History Magazine. The committee found 
that miany factors contributed to the defeat 
of Germany. The military units were weak- 
ened by losses of men and material. Army 
morale was reduced by the ‘‘defeatist’’ prop- 
aganda of German independent socialists. 


The arrival of the Americans, however, wa$S 
“perhaps the most important factor of all,” 
“These it was who made all hope of even a 
stalemate vain. If the Americans had not 
come, the war could have gone on indefi- 
nitely.”’ 

The appearance of the Americans, accord- 
ing to the committee, was of psychological 
as well as material benefit. ‘‘Quite as im- 
portant as the arrival of the 2,000,000 fight- 
ing men was the fact that their appearance 
put new life and new hope into the exhausted 
and discouraged F'rench.’’ According to Mr. 
Bouton, the investigators found that “the 
American soldier showed himself to be brave 
even when untrained.’ The report concludes 
with the observation that all possible ef- 
fort was made by Germany to secure ‘a just 
peace,”’

The success of his plans was almost immedi- 
ate, 

It was just: that little touch of song or 
dance that kept his-houses full. - Loew's inter- 
ests soon demanded larger houses: His first 
real theater .was:the~ old’ Cozy: Corner in 
Brooklyn, at Pearl and Willoughby streets. 
The place had ‘been run for years as a-bur- 
lesque house’ of such low type that it was 
findlly closed ‘by the police. With such a-rec- 
ord nobody. wanted it, and the house had 
stood vacant when Loew bought it,’ plunging 
almost to the limit of’ his credit to put his 
bargain through. 

For years he had been fighting along with 
other moving picture men to prove that cheap 
amusement need not be vicious or degrading 
to win success, but the battle was not won, 
and the old Cozy Corner with its evil associa- 
tions looked like a ‘hopeless handicap.

Some idea. of what has evolved from the 
genius of organization of Marcus Loew, erst- 
while ‘newsboy, furrier, and penny arcade 
owner, may be had from the fact that he now 
has more than.8,000 people on his payroll and 
controls theaters in almost every large city of 
the. United States and Canada. 


In New York City alone more than 150,000 
people can be entertained at a single per- 
formance in Loew theaters. 

Marcus Loéw was literally forced into the 
producing end of motion pictures to protect 
his theater properties. At the time he took 
over the Metro Pictures Corporation it was 
becoming difficult to obtain the best pictures 
for his theaters, and producers were wont to 
ask fabulous prices for their product. The 
purchase of Metro stopped this, however, and 
for a time he was well fortified. Then it 
seems that the “picture making bug.’ seized 
him, with the result that the. protectory 
measure became a hobby. Quite recently the 
Metro Pictures Corporation took in the Gold- 
wyn outfit, another producing firm as large 
and bringing with it a number of stars, di- 
rectors and stories. Following this Louis Bb. 
Mayer, formerly an independent producer, 
came in and took up the directorial reins at 
Hollywood, with the result that Marcus Loew 
now heads what was formerly three big con 
panies, the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures 
Corporation. They also release the mammoth 
Cosmopolitan Productions starring Marion 
Davies. 

Time and hard work have brought phe- 
nomenal success to Marcus Loew, a success 
that no one would envy, but to the contrary 
hope sincerely that he thoroughly enjoys it. 
Like all trily big men, wealth and his power- 
ful position in his chosen field have not 
changed him, for Marcus Loew is as plain as 
the proverbial shoe. That he can inspire 
loyalty is evidenced in the fact that executives 
who threw their lot with him when he had 
little are still with him. Like him, they have 
not changed an iota and enjoy the same true 
loyalty from their subordinates as Marcus 
Loew himself. 

Nicholas M. Schenck, familiarly known as 
“Nick,” is second in command in all Loew 
activities, whether that activity concerns a 
theater or a production of a picture. Written 
quickly that may not seem so great a task 
to the average layman, but to fulfill its re- 
quirements requires the qualification of ua 
genius.

For the benefit of those who have no ra- 
dios in their homes I will repeat some of the 
high lights of the little journey. In the first 
place, how many of you knew that all of our 
Presidents with the exception of George 
Washington lived in the White House and 
even he selected its site in 1791 and was pres- 
ent at the laying of its corner stone on Oc- 
tober 13, 1792.

One of the wonderful rooms of the White 
House as it stands today is the east room, 40 
feet wide and 82 feet long. Many historic 
events have taken placein this room, including 
several White House weddings. In this room 
is the famous gold piano which cost $16,000, 
presented by a New York firm of plano mak- 
ers. Other state rooms on this main floor 
are the blue room where President and Mrs. 
Coolidge receive at state receptions. On the 
mantel piece of the blue room jis a clock given 
by Napoleon to Gen. Lafayette and then pre- 
sented by Lafayette to George Washington. 
Next to the room is the green room which 
also has some priceless relics in it. 

In the red room hangs a portrait of Gen. 
George Washington, painted from life, which 
is the picture which Dolly Madison cut from 
its frame when the British were coming to 
burn the White House. The state dining 
room has a table in it which will seat 100 
guests. It is a handsome room paneled in 
dark English oak.
